Quit blaming village board 
for scandal, Berger urges 


by LYNN ASINOF 


A third Wheeling trustee has issued a 


public statement in response to resi- 
dents' requests that he reveal his knowl- 
edge of the current scandal resulting 
from a federal grand jury probe into vil- 
lage corruption. 


Trustee Ed Berger, however, chose to 


take exception to the statements by vil- 
lage residents instead of commenting on 
his own knowledge of the scandal. 


Berger's remarks contrasted sharply 


with statements made last week by 
Trustees Al Lang and Ron Bruhn. Lang 
accepted responsibility for allowing the 
scandal to occur, but said he had no 
knowledge of any shakedowns. 


SIX PRESENT AND former Wheeling 


and Cook County officials were indicted 
Jan. 31 following a federal investigation 
into shakedowns of Wheeling develo- 
pers. Two of the six have already plead- 
ed guilty, and the others are awaiting 
trial. 


Bruhn also said he had no knowledge 


of any of the shakedowns, and said he 
had based his votes on zoning board and 
plan commission recommendations. 


Berger, however, said residents should 


stop pointing fingers at the village bo/rd 
without "offering any constructive mea- 
sures for correction." 


Addressing his statement to youth 


commissioner John Sheik and Dist. 21 
school board member Lillian Stiller, Ber- 
ger said the village has taken positive 
steps to prevent a recurrence of the 
scandal. He said the village managerf has 


been directed to contact a consulting 
firm to review village operations to help 
prevent a repeat of the scandal. 


The trustee also said the new village 


employe appeal board and handbook now 
provides employes with protection from 
local politics. 


"I agree that the reputation of this vil- 


lage has been damaged greatly. Now it 
behooves each and every one of us to 
regain the integrity that was lost," Ber- 
ger said. 


BERGER AGREED with Mrs. Stiller 


that government should be efficient, re- 
sponsive and above suspicion. "I don't 
believe that this government has been as 
lax as some people would like to lead 
other people into believing," he said. 


The trustee then called on all residents 


to "band together and remove the cloud 
of suspicion that hovers over us."

Testimony challenge may 
end fight to form city 


A challenge to a demographer's testi- 


mony Tuesday threatened to bring to an 
end the latest effort by Prospect Heights 
residents to form a city. 


Attorney Jack Siegel, representing ob- 


jector Arlington Heights, asked that the 
testimony of demographer John Kinsley 
of Schaumburg be "stricken from the 
record" in the continuation of the in- 
corporation hearing before Cook County 
Circuit Court Judge Harry G. Comerford. 
Kinsley had testified on the estimated 
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population of the proposed incorporation 
area. 


Kinsley said the estimated population 


of the area is between 12,900 and 13,300. 
The incorporation statute requires a 
would-be municipality have a minimum 
of 7,500 residents. 


In his challenge, Siegel said Kinsley's 


testimony indicated he had "no profes- 
sional background" as a population ex- 
pert. Siegel also said Kinsley could not 
supply the exact number of residents as 
Siegel said is necessary. 


DONALD KREGER disputed Siegel's 


statements and said the law does not re- 
quire an exact figure. Kreger represents 
the 
incorporation-sponsoring Prospect 


Heights Improvement Assn. 


During the afternoon portion of the 


hearing, Kreger asked that he be allowed 
to introduce Cook County census figures 
in two to eight weeks as part of his evi- 
dence. 


Comerford said he questioned whether 


he, as a judge, could allow a continuance 
for the presentation of evidence, as such 
a continuance might be favoring one liti- 
gant over the others. "I'm not sure what 
discretion I have," he said. 


If Kreger must close his case today 


and Comerford rules that Kinsley's testi- 
mony is inadmissible, it would probably 
mean a new incorporation petition would 
have to be submitted. Comerford is to

ter, Berger said "I seem to get the im- 
pression that this young fellow wants to 
take over the federal attorney's duties on 
this investigation. Again, I might advise 
him to allow the attorney's office to con- 
duct their investigation without any in- 
terference from some outside source," 
he said. 


BERGER SAID THAT as soon as the 


federal investigation leads to either con- 
victions or further information on the 
scandal, proper steps will be taken by 
the board. 


"If there are any employes involved in 


this scandal, they will be dealt with im- 
mediately," he said. 


The trustee also took exception to resi- 


dents' suggestions that the village with- 
hold the salary of Building and Zoning 
Director William Bieber, who is on leave 
of absence awaiting trial on 14 charges 
stemming from the investigation. 


Berger said that if Bieber is convicted, 


"on that date at that time his position 
will be vacated and alimonies will 
cease." He said that if action is taken 
sooner, "legally he could turn around 
and sue this village and not only get his 
proper pay, but also get a large sum on 
top of that."

Wheeling Building Director Wil- 


liam Bieber was admitted to Luther- 
an General Hospital in Park Ridge 
Monday and is reported in fair condi- 
tion. 


Hospital officials said Tuesday that 


Bieber is in traction, but did not re- 
lease the reason for his admission. 
The building director has had recur- 
rent back problems since an auto ac- 
cident in January, 1973. 


Bieber is awaiting trial on federal 


charges of extortion, conspiracy to 
commit extortion, perjury and filing 
a false income tax return. He is one 
of six former and present Wheeling 
and Cook County officials indicted 
Jan. 31 following a year-long federal 
grand jury probe into shakedowns of 
Wheeling developers.

next five years. 


Dist. 21 Associate Supt. John Barger 


Tuesday said the plan will be drawn up 
next year. It will include projections on 
the number of students likely to come 
into the district, the number of buildings

that will probably be needed and deter- 
mine whether attendance boundaries 
should be realigned. 


Barger added that the master plan will 


also project the number and kind of 
housing units, commercial and industrial 
developments likely to be built based on 
the zoning in open areas of the district. 


"We also plan to reevaluate existing 


buildings in terms of whether or not they 
are still functional for the kinds of pro- 
grams we have," Barger said. 


A L T H O U G H EDUCATIONAL pro- 


grams vary in the 17 schools in the dis- 
trict, several buildings are using more 
open classroom concepts that require 
large areas rather than defined class- 
rooms. Some folding walls have been 
added to several schools to accommodate 
this kind of program. 


The associate superintendent said the 


proposed plan will be the second long- 
range guideline to be developed by the 
district. First predictions done 10 years 
ago, are now out of date and useless, 
Barger said, because of the drastic 
changes in building patterns in the dis- 
trict in the last few years and a decline 
in the birthrate. 


Developers are constructing 
many 


more apartments, condominiums and 
other types of multi-family units than 
single-family homes. School officials did 
not anticipate the extent of the trend. 


The census that will provide the infor- 


mation for the development of the mas- 
ter plan was conducted last fall with the 
help of PTA and PTO groups in the dis- 
trict. Dist. 21 serves Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


BESIDES CLARIFYING the number 


and age of all children in the district, the 
census also identifies the number and 
age of handicapped students and those 
requiring bilingual instruction. 


In an informal survey of attitudes to- 


ward local schools included in the cen- 
sus, residents were asked to indicate 
whether they are well-pleased, pleased 
or dissatisfied with schools their children 
attend. 


Results of the census were tabulated 


by the Northwest Educational Coopera- 
tive computer service. The cost of com- 
piling the information was about $700, ac- 
cording to Barger.

ERA fight fails in Senate 


Another attempt to ratify the Equal Rights Amendment to 


the U.S. Constitution failed yesterday in the Illinois Senate, 
but supporters of the measure promised to renew the fight 
later. It was the third time in two years that lawmakers have 
rejected the proposal which would give women equal legal 
footing with men. Both times in the past it was the House 
which refused to approve the measure. 


House panel OKs tax relief bills 


The Illinois House Revenue Committee yesterday approved 


and sent to the House floor, two bills designed to provide 
more tax relief for senior citizens, but also passed another 
measure which would hike property taxes in many of the 
state's counties. The bills would expand the "circuit breaker" 
plan in which the state pays to elderly and disabled home- 
owners and renters. 


Begin legal action against acid tank owner 


The Illinois Environmental Protection Agency has begun 


legal action against the owner and operator of a chemical 
storage tank which leaked a cloud of hydrochloric acid over a 
portion of Chicago's South Side last month. Gov. Daniel Walk- 
er also said he would seek an emergency regulation 
requireing holders of "hazardous materials" to permit in- 
spection and to formulate plans for controlling discharges.

New emergency energy bill rejected 


The House yesterday rejected a new emergency energy bill 


authorizing President Nixon to impose gasoline rationing and 
rolling back fuel and petroleum prices. The bill was defeated 
207-191 in a roll call vote, but could be brought back to the 
floor if its supporters seek clearance from the House Rules 
Committee. Elsewhere in Washington, the American Automo- 
bile Association reported less than one out of every hundred 
gasoline stations across the nation are now out of fuel, and 
only two out of a hundred now limit purchases. 


American Motors hikes prices $67 


American Motors Corp. yesterday boosted prices on its cars 


and Jeep vehicles an average $67 and was assailed by the 
Cost of Living Council for breaking an anti-inflation pledge. 
The increase, effective at midnight Wednesday, followed the 
lead of AMC's competitors, the "Big Three." 


Begin new round of national health talks 
Opening a new round of congressional hearings on national 


health Insurance, Senate Finance Committee members yes- 
terday sharply criticized administration tactics in promoting 
President Nixon's Comprehensive Health Insurance Plan. 
Sen. Abraham Ribicoff and committee Chairman Russell 
Long, co-sponsors, of a rival bill, even questioned whether the 
administration was serious about seeking health insurance 
reform.

Mexico bus crash kills 34 


Thirty-four persons were killed yesterday when a bus car- 


rying Mexican tourists hit a bridge abutment and fell into a 
river on the outskirts of Villahermosa, Mexico. Six other per- 
sons were pulled from the wreckage alive when rescuers cut 
away the roof with welding torches. Police said the driver of 
the bus apparently fell asleep after driving all night. 


India attacked for nuclear blast 


India, under sharp criticism at the 25-nation Disarmament 


Conference for its nuclear explosion, said yesterday it has the 
right to conduct further tests but has no intention of devel- 
oping nuclear weapons. Canada and Japan led attacks at the 
session on the nuclear explosion conducted by India last Sat- 
urday. A negotiator said India has an "inherent right to use 
nuclear explosion technology for peaceful purposes..." 


Irish militants enforce general strike 


Protestant militants yesterday used hijacked buses, tele- 


phone poles, trees and piles of stones to block streets and 
roads throughout Northern Ireland to enforce their six-day-old 
general strike. Police came under fire and two "back to 
work" marches fizzled. In Dublin, Irish police raided hun- 
dreds of houses, rounding up suspects and seizing bomb-mak- 
ing gear in a nation-wide offensive against the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army. 


S. Viet, Cambodian battles continue 


Communist gunners poured more than 1,000 rounds of mor- 


tar and artillery fire onto counter-attacking South Vietnamese 
government forces yesterday in the sixth day of a major 
battle for Ben Cat on the northern approaches to Saigon. In 
Cambodia, Communist rebels fired three 122mm rockets into 
the huge Esso Oil Co. storage facility on Phnom Penh's out- 
skirts, wounding three. In Thailand, meanwhile, the govern- 
ment resigned en masse bowing to public criticism over its 
failure to halt skyrocketing inflation and solve other domestic 
problems.

Stock prices mixed in quiet trading 


Stock prices turned mixed in quiet trading on the New York 


Stock Exchange after an early rally attempt failed. The Dow 
Jones industrial average sank 2.89 to 809.53. Standard & 
Poor's 500-point index was ahead 0.05 to 87.91. There was a 
gain of two cents in the price of an average common share. 
Losers outpaced gainers, 866 to 466, among the 1,791 stocks 
traded. There were 304 new lows set, only one new high. 
Turnover totaled 12,190,000 shares,' against Monday's 
10,590,000 shares. 


Food prices drop; inflation slows 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fotid prices 


dropped in April by the biggest monthly 
margin in seven years and the nation's 
galloping inflation rate appeared slowing 
to a trot, the government reported Tues- 
day. 


Herbert Stein, President Nixon's chief 


economist, said the new cost of living fig- 
ures foreshadowed "a more durable 
change for the better." 


The welcome relief from months of ra- 


pidly rising supermarket prices was 
most noticeable at the meat counter, 
where beef prices dropped an average 


4.7 per cent nationwide, the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said. 


Pork, poultry, egg and fresh vegetable 


prices also fell in April and sent the food 
component of the Consumer Price Index 
down 0.4 per cent for the first decline 
since September and the biggest one- 
month drop since February 1967. 


Gasoline prices also showed signs of 


stabilizing at their sky-high levels, regis- 
tering their smallest monthly run-up 
since the onset of the energy crisis last 
October. But the cost of clothing, restau- 
rant meals and new and used cars rose 


faster than normal and helped push the 
overall Index up 0.6 per cent. 


This was only half as fast as the hefty 


price hikes of the past two months but 
prices Americans paid in April for retail 
goods and services still were 10.2 per 
cent higher than a year earlier — a stag- 
gering increase by historical standards. 


There was more sobering news from 


the bureau: wages of blue collar workers 
continued to fall behind the rising cost of 
living for the seventh straight month. 
Real spendable earnings — what's left on 
a worker's paycheck each week after 


payroll deductions — fefl 0.8 per cent in 
April and 5.6 per cent in the past 12 
months. 


Meanwhile, Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 


D-Wash., told the National Press Club in 
an address Tuesday that President Nixon 
is too preoccupied with other matters 
and should appoint someone else to deal 
with "our unprecedented and chaotic 
economic problems." 


Jackson said Nixon should designate a 


"distinguished private citizen to serve as 
presidential counselor for economic pol- 
icy in this difficult period." 


Middle East 
fighting and 
talks go on

The Lebanese Defense Ministry said 


Israeli warplanes struck repeatedly in 
southern Lebanon Tuesday, killing three 
children and wounding 17 others, and 
buzzed an Italian airliner high over the 
Mediterranean. 


On the ground, Israeli and Syrian artil- 


lery, tank and armored units battled on 
Mount Hermon and along the Golan 
Heights for the 7lst day. Lebanon also 
said Its forces fought a 30-minute artil- 
lery duel when an Israeli patrol tried to 
take up positions on the Lebanese side of 
Mount Hermon. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger, 


meanwhile, shuttled between Israel and 
Syria for the eighth time, talking in the 
morning with Prime Minister Golda 
Meir in Jerusalem and flying to Dam- 
ascus in the afternoon for a meeting with 
Syrian President 
Hafez Assad. He 


planned to fly back to Jerusalem after 
his Damascus talks. 


While a high American official cau- 


tioned that an Israeli-Syrian troop dis- 
engagement was "not yet in the bag," 
American officials imposed a near-total 
news blackout. A White House spokes- 
man Tuesday said Kissnger told Presi- 
dent Nixon he is making "Good prog- 
ress."

No hearings on Nixon-Jaworski rift 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


Judiciary Committee, though worried 
about President Nixon's refusal to coop- 
erate with Special Prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worski, voted 9 to 5 Tuesday not to hold 
public hearings on their latest con- 
frontation. 


Instead, the committee passed a reso- 


lution commending Jaworsksi for "his fi- 


delity to the duties" assigned to him in 
diligent efforts to obtain vital evidence 
from the White House. 


That vote was 13 to 1, with Sen. Ed- 


ward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., reportedly 
casting the lone "nay" vote. 


At an hour-long closed meeting, with 


Jaworski waiting outside to testify if 
called, the committee debated his formal 


complaint that Nixon is trying to infringe 
on his independence by dictating what 
evidence is relevant to prosecution of the 
bugging scandals. 


But the committee voted down a mo- 


tion by Kennedy to hold open hearings 
immediately on whether Nixon has vio- 
lated his public and private pledges to 


Patty faces kidnap charge 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Patricia 


Hearst, the 20-year-old newspaper heir- 
ess who had been the object of a massive 
kidnap search for three and one-half 
months, was expected to be charged her- 
self with kidnaping on Wednesday. 


The district attorney's office late Tues- 


day was drawing up a complaint against 
Miss Hearst, based in part on the abduc- 
tion of an 18-year-old high school youth 
who 'allegedly was seized and held by 
Patricia and two companions during a 
desperate attempt to avoid capture by 
the police. 


Ironically, the granddaughter of Wil- 


liam Randolph Hearst, founder of the 
newspaper empire, bad been sought in the 
biggest hunt for a kidnap victim in the 


nation's history, and her family had 
spent $2 million seeking her release. 


Bruce Campbell, head of the special in- 


vestigations division of the district attor- 
ney's office, said he expected a com- 
plaint might be filed with a municipal 
court judge today. 


Campbell said information from vari- 


ous police departments in the Los Angel- 
es area was being put together in a "nar- 
rative" of Miss Hearst's activities since 
a shooting at a sporting goods store 
Thursday and a gun battle Friday in 
which six members of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army were killed. 


The complaint also was expected to in- 


clude charges of robbery, grand theft of 
a u t o m o b i l e s and 
possibly at- 


tempted assault with a deadly weapon 
against a Hollywood apartment landlady 
who allegedly was threatened by the 
fugitives when she refused to rent them 
a room Monday night. 


FBI and police spokesmen said they 


had received literally hundreds of calls 
from persons reporting sightings of Miss 
Hearst and SLA members William and 
Emily Harris since the Shootout Friday 
night. 


Meanwhile, the FBI began distributing 


Tuesday the first "wanted" posters car- 
rying Miss Hearst's photograph. 'More 
than 175,000 will be distributed on the 
West Coast. The posters also carry pic- 
tures of the Harrises and describes all 
three as "very dangerous fugitives."

Repentant Magruder sentenced to jail 


• In a scene of considerable pathos, 


Jeb Stuart Magruder — once No. 2 man 
in President Nixon's 1972 re-election 
campaign — poured out heart and soul to 
U.S. District Judge John Sirica, before 
Sirica sentenced him to serve 10 to 48 
months for helping plan and cover up the 
Watergate break-in. It was the toughest 
sentence given to any of the five former 
Nixon aides and campaign associates 
sent to jail since conviction of the seven 
original Watergate 
defendants. Ma- 


gruder, one of the first aides to break the 
Watergate silence, said his role had 
wrought "confusion in the eyes of my 
children, heartbreak in the eyes of my 
wife and contempt in the eyes of others." 
He lamented, "My ambition obscured 
my judgment," and predicted the coun- 
try would "survive its Watergates and its 
Jeb Magruders."

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Tollway officials manning 
booths as employes strike 


Illinois tollway officials two weeks ago 


gave a crash course to management per- 
sonnel on how to be toll booth collectors 
and Tuesday their emergency plan went 
into effect as some of the regular collec- 
tors went on strike. 


Several hundred employes normally on 


duty In Illinois Tollway Authority offices 
manned the booths Tuesday as some of 
the SCO collectors walked off their jobs at 
23 toll stations in a salary dispute. 


The strike had an immediate effect as 


traffic backed up because of a delay at 
some toll stations, especially during the 
morning rush hour. On the Tri-State Toll- 
way near O'Hare Airport motorists were 
waved through the booths without having 
to pay the accent charge to alleviate the 
traffic jam, estimated at three to four 
miles long. 


The timing of the strike apparently 


came as a surprise to tollway officials 
who expected more notice from repre- 
sentatives of Local 73 of the General Ser- 
vice Employes Union. They had threat- 
ened the action several times because 
they believed authority officials were not 
bargaining in good faith. A federal 
mediator failed to settle the issue Fri- 
day. 


Richard Blakeley, executive adminis- 


trator of the toll authority, Tuesday 
termed the strike "a failure" because 
many collectors did not walk off the job. 
He said it was the union who broke off 
negotiations "without notice to us or to 
the public." 


A UNION SPOKESMAN said the strike 


is effective and that by the end of the 
day at least 400 collectors had gone on 
strike. He said the walkout could last a 
long time but that his organization is 
prepared to meet any time to negotiate a 
contract. "This thing could be settled 
very simply," he said, "if management 
would be willing to explore new ideas. 
We are not sitting on ceremony." 


Meanwhile, designated employes are 


making the best of the situation since re- 
ceiving telephone calls in the wee hours 
Tuesday morning asking them to work at 
the toll stations. 


"They called me at 2:30 a.m. this 


morning and asked me if I would go out 
at 6:45," said Ken Parker of Schaum- 
burg, a systems manager in the Oak 
Brook office. "At that time I couldn't 
think of anything better to say than OK." 


Parker was working at the Northwest 


Tollway's Devon Avenue inbound collec- 
tion station, He said the job of taking 
money and making change was "pretty 
easy. There's nothing to it, really," he 
said. 


THERE ARE VERY few lulls in the 


job of collecting money from motorists. 
Parker, in shirtsleeves on the hot, mug- 
gy day, reached up to get dollar bills 
.from truckdrivers and bent over to get 
money from sports-car drivers. 


His only problem came when he had to 


give directions, which is pretty difficult 
for him, he admitted, because he only 
knows how motorists can get to the Re- 
gency O'Hare Hyatt House. If they want 
directions to anywhere else, he said, he 
had to bluff his way through.

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Village board tvrapup 
112-imit condo 
zoning tabled 


Approval of zoning for a 112-unit condominium development 


has been tabled by the Wheeling Village Board following a 
lengthy debate on proposed changes in the village planned 
development ordinance. 


Trustee Don Jackson asked that approval of the project, 


proposed for the southeast corner of Wolf Road and Manches- 
ter Drive, be delayed until more restrictive ordinances are 


Jackson said the plan commission will soon be recommend- 


ing changes in the density for townhouse and condominium 
projects. He also said the police chief has recommended an 
increase in the number of parking spaces required for each 
living unit. 


If the zoning is approved before the changes are enacted, 


the more restrictive ordinances will not apply to the devel- 
opment. 


Trustee Ed Berger, however, said it would be unfair to 


delay the zoning until the new ordinance is approved. "I think 
it is unfair to the petitioner to hold up this project because of 
some future ordinance we may have on the books," he said. 


Berger noted that the developer has complied with all of 


present village ordinances and has based that development on 
existing codes. 


The matter was nonetheless unanimously tabled when the 


board noted that the developer failed to provide information 
on school impact, a slow-down lane and reaction from the 
park district. 
Car wash denied 


The village board has denied a request to rezone property 


for a car wash on the north side of Dundee Road just west of 
the Wheeling Drainage Ditch. 


Board members voted to uphold the zoning board's recom- 


mendations after petitioner John Kamysz argued at length in 
favor of the car wash. Kamysz told the board that the proper- 
ty's current zoning would allow him to build a coin-operated 
car wash and noted the site is only 150 feet from the type 
business zoning he was requesting. 


Trustee Ron Bruhn said he would vote against any project 


that might be a hazard to the village. He said traffic con- 
gestion and icy road conditions from dripping water provided 
two such hazards. 


Other board members noted that retention for the flood 


plain property would be provided by cutting out the creek 
banks, Village Atty. Paul Hamer said this method of reten- 
tion proved unsatisfactory on property just south of the site in 
question. 


Kamysz's attorney, Joseph Platt, said that the village 


would in effect be condemning the property if it voted against 
zoning because of the retention methods proposed. He said 
the creek widening was approved by the village engineer and 
noted any other method would take up greater acreage on the 
site. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon said the zoning board had 


recommended that property in that area be set aside for office 
building zoning. He noted this zoning would be in keeping 
with other buildings already in the area. 
Bicentennial panel tabled 


An ordinance creating a Bicentennial commission was ta- 


bled until the Wheeling Relations Commission prepares a re- 
port on the village celebration of the nation's 200th birthday. 


Trustee Al Lang, who asked for the table, had previously 


Indicated the relations commission should represent the vil- 
lage in the Bicentennial activities. 


The ordinance would have created a new commission with 


specialized committees to handle finances, communications, 
programs and other aspects of the celebration. 


The commission was proposed by the Wheeling Woman's 


Club following a community meeting called to discuss Bicen- 
tennial activities. The ordinance is modeled after a similar 
one passed by other local communities. 
Keeping tabs on developments 


New Wheeling developments will now be recorded on a 


routing sheet designed to trace projects from their start to 
finish in village review processes. 


Trustee John Koeppen proposed the routing sheet, saying it 


would provide the board and other village officials with a 
quick way of finding out the status of a particular devel- 
opment. The sheet will be used for annexations, zoning, plan 
commission reviews and building permits, with dates and 
additional comments being recorded. 


A cover letter on the routing sheet also outlines the proce- 


dure for complaints if the developers think they are not get- 
ting fair treatment. The developers are instructed to first go 
to the village manager and then to the village board if neces- 
sary. 


Time limits for the village to take action are also set forth 


in the cover letter. An annexation is given a maximum of 10 
weeks, a zoning is given 90 days, and a subdivision is given 
eight weeks from presentation to the plan commission. Build- 
ing permits are to be acted upon with in 15 days after all 
ordinance requirements are met.

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State school board invalid: unions 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - Lawyers 


for Illinois' two biggest teachers' unions 
told the Illinois Supreme Court Tuesday 
the new state Board of Education is in- 
valid because it bars teachers and other 
educators. 


Specifically, lawyers for the Illinois 


Federation of Teachers and the Illinois 
Education Assn. said the law setting up 
the board violates equal protection guar- 
antees. 


"If we assume that a teacher could 


have a conflict of interest by sitting on 
the board, isn't it reasonable to assume 
people who do business for profit have a 
similar conflict of interest?" asked IFT 
lawyer Gilbert A. Cornfield. "Yet they're 
not excluded." 


R. W. DEFFENBAUGH, representing 


several IEA members, attacked what he 
called the law's "vague" language. 


"The words 'administratively con- 


nected with schools' is hard to under- 
stand," he said. "Who is this aimed at 
excluding?" 


An estimated 250,000 teachers and 


educators are barred from the board. 


Deffenbaugh also said the law contains 


conflicting language. 


"The governor in one place is told to 


select people with knowledge, interest 
and experience in education but at anoth- 
er to pick no one employed by or admin- 
istratively connected with schools," Def- 
fenbaugh said. 


THOMAS H. PRICE JR., a lawyer 


from Atty. Gen. William J. Scott's office, 
argued the law does not violate equal 
protection. Price represented Gov. Dan- 
iel Walker. The unions seek to prevent 
Walker from picking the board, though 
he has already named its members. 


"The only question is if the General 


Assembly has made a proper classifica- 
tion," Price said. "It's clear they not 
only wanted to avoid the possibility of 
conflicts of interest but they didn't want 
people with special interests on the 
board." 


Price also contended the statute 


doesn't contradict itself. 


"The legislature said, 'Yes, give us 


people who've been teachers, who've 
served on boards of education, but at the 
same time, don't put on people presently 
serving in these positions.' " 


RICE SAID the law is not vague. 
"This was written not for the public 


but for the governor and the Senate who 
know full well what the words 'adminis- 
t r a t i v e l y connected with schools' 
means." 


The Supreme Court agreed to hear a 


direct appeal from a ruling by Sangamon 
County Circuit Court Judge Simon L. 
Friedman. 


Friedman in March said the teachers' 


claim that equal protection principles 
are violated does not apply in this case 
because equal protection applies to vot- 
ers, not officeholders. 


The Supreme Court's decision is ex- 


pected in early fall but could come soon- 
er.

Crane maintains his 100% rating with conservatives 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 


maintained his 100 per cent voting record 
during 1973 in the eyes of the American 
Conservative Union. 


While 14 representatives and three sen- 


ators got loo per cent ratings from the 
ACU for the year, Crane and U.S. Rep. 
Del Clawson, R-Callf., are the only mem- 
bers of the House or Senate who have 
maintained that record through more 
than one term. 


Clawson has served in Congress since 


1963. Crane since 1969. The ratings began 
in 1971. 


Freshman Rep. Samuel H. Young, 


R-lOth. earned a 68 per cent rating from 
the ACU. Rep. Sen. Charles H. Percy was 
rated at 21 per cent, for a cumulative 
average of 17 per cent. Democratic Sen. 
Adlal E. Stevenson III was given a 4 per 
cent rating, for a cumulative 3 per cent. 


The ACU scored members of both 


houses each year on 20 key issues, with 
five of them given double value. 


The ACU noted that the most signifi- 


cant trend in 1973 was a "shift to the 
left" by Southern Democrats, which it 
said has fractured the "conservative coa-

Gov. Daniel Walker will meet with offi- 


cials of the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict this week to consider the state's po- 
sition on the district's tunnel-and-reser- 
voir plan. 


MSD board members sought the meet- 


ing last week after efforts to deal with 
t h e state Environmental Protection 
Agency failed. 


MSD Chief Engineer Forrest C. Neil 


said the district wants the state EPA to 
take a position on the proposed plan and 
also wants the state to raise the funding 
priority for the plan so that it can be 
partially funded with federal and state 
grant money during fiscal 1975. 


Neil said the sanifary district also has 


asked the federal EPA to review the low 
priority given to the tunnel-and-reservoir 
project by the state EPA. 


The proposed S1.4 billion plan is aimed 


at eliminating flooding and pollution of 
streams in areas served by combined 
sanitary and storm sewers. 


In the Northwest suburbs tunnels and 


reservoirs would be built under the plan 
to provide flood and pollution relief to 
portions of Palatine, Arlington Heights. 
Mount Prospect and Des Plaines. 


Funding for the Northwest suburban 


portion of the tunnel system is even low- 
er on the state EPA priority list than is 
funding for two other portions of the plan 
in Chicago and in the south and west sub- 
urban areas.

Remember Jan Talbot. She's a writer 


and someday you may find yourself buy- 
ing her books In the corner bookstore. 


Right now, Jan is a senior at Rolling 


Meadows High School and still looks a 
little awed when she reflects on the fact 
that she shares something more than a 
desire to write with such authors as Ber- 
nard MaJamud, Joyce Carol Oates and 


Wlnfleld Scott. 


Jan is a winner of a First Award In 


this year's Scholastic Writing Awards 
Program. Malamud, Oates and Scott 


were among previous winners In the pro- 
gram. 


Jan won the award, which Included a 


$100 cash prize, for her story "Renegade 


Jew," which describes the feelings of a 
young Christian girl as she prepares to 
go with her Jewish boyfriend and former 
childhood playmate to tell his family 
they plan to get married. The girl re- 
flects, "His mother, I knew, would fight 
It. She'd cry, argue, play the martyr — 
anything. This was what she'd been af- 
raid of all along — especially the last 
couple of years. . . I shivered at the 
thought of seeing her again—the ring on 
my finger, proof that her son was marry- 
ing out of her faith." 
i 


THE IDEA FOR the story, Jan says, 


came from her fascination with the Jew- 
ish people and from the fact that she 
heard the term "Renegade Jew" last 
summer during a discussion of a Bible 
story at a Camp Fire Girls camp. 


She wrote the story for the seminar in 


creative writing she attends at Rolling 
Meadows, she says. "I wrote the story 
just to write a story — and I finished it 
the day before It was supposed to be in," 


she explains. "I started it at the end of 
the first semester and then I left it. I 
didn't finish it." 


The story was selected for entry Into 


the contest, one of 17,000 entered from 
around the country, by her creative writ- 
ing teacher, Beverly Stelk. 


"It really makes a teacher feel good," 


Mrs. Stelk says. "I was so glad it was 
Jan — she's a super person. She's very 
good and has had a stable style for some 
time — it's a very simple, gentle kind of 
writing." 


JAN SAYS SHE'S been writing for a 


long time, beginning in the second grade 
when she wrote stories for her mother 
and illustrated them. By the time she 
was in eighth grade, she says, she had 
decided she wanted to be a writer. She 
has taken creative writing classes at 
Rolling Meadows for two years and next 
fall plans to major in communications at 
Moody Bible Institute in Chicago. 


Subjects for her stories, she says, 


come from "things that are happening 
around me — the main plot isn't neces- 
sarily something that's happening to me, 
but I take incidents and scenes I remem- 
ber." 


She says she is influenced in her writ- 


ing by a "strong religious upbringing," 
meaning, she says, "I'd never write any- 
thing lewd." She writes more poetry than 
stories, she says, because "it's easier 
and I can get it done quickly." But she 
prefers stories and hopes someday to 
write "at least one" novel. 


She shows her mother almost every- 


thing she writes, and also shows it to 
friends, she says. "Sometimes I have a 
hard time talking to people, so I'll write 
things for them," she says. 


In the future, site says, she will prob- 


ably try to sell stories to magazines and 
"work my way into getting a good idea 
for a book." She adds, "This may sound 
corny, but I feel like my writing is a gift 
that I'm going to use."

Dist. 214 tvrapup 
Pay increases voted to administrators 
Summer breezes. . . 


Administrators in High School Dist. 214 wiill receive an 


average per cent raise next year because of action Monday 
by the High School Dist. 214 Board of Education. 


The board approved 5-2, setting aside a fund equal to 8 per 


cent of this year's administrative salaries for raises for the 
district's 110 administrators. Individual salary increases will 
be determined by a merit evaluation by district Supt, Edward 
Gilbert and wiill be presented to the board June 10 for ap- 
proval. 


The board also put a limit of 15 per cent on the increase 


that any single administrator can receive this year. 


Board members Gene Artemenko and Warren Schabinger 


voted against the action because they supported a recommen- 
dation from Gilbert that raises average 10 per cent. 


Artemenko argued that the average returning teacher in 


the district will receive a 10.6 per cent increase through 
terms of the second year of a three-year contract and that the 
larger raise was needed by administrators because of the 
Increasing cost of living. 


Following the board's action, Artemenko said, "I would 


hope that our negotiations with other employes will not in- 
volve more than a 10 per cent increase when we give it to the 
teachers and don't give it to the administrators because 
they're not organized.'' 


Student escapes expulsion 


A student in the district's Young Adult Program at Wheel- 


Ing High School escaped expulsion Monday in a 4-3 vote by 
the Dist. 214 Board of Education. 


The split vote occurred following a closed session more 


than two hours long in which board members heard the case 
of the student who had been accused in a confrontation with a 
school employe not working in the Young Adult program. 


Following the action, the board again voted 4-3 to suspend 


the student, a senior boy, until June 10, but to give him the 
opportunity to get class credit by working with Lawrence 
Jenness. director of alternative education and head of the 
Young Adult program. 


The program, Jenness said, will allow the boy to complete 


assignments for his classes and to spend at least 10 hours 
with a district psychologist. 


The Young Adult Program is an evening school for students 


who have dropped out of the regular school, Most hold full- 
time jobs. Board members agreed they will review the stu- 
dent's case June 10 to decide whether he will be given class 
credit. 


Board members Richard Bachhuber, Donald Hoeck, Arthur 


Aronson and Jack Matthews voter 
1 against the expulsion and 


for the alternative program. Board Pres. Jack Costello and 
board members Gene Artemenko and Warren Schabinger 
voted for expulsion. 


Special programs scrutinised 


The High School Dist. 214 board put its programs for the 


"socially maladjusted" and "emotionally disturbed" students 
under scrutiny Monday, as board Pres. Jack Costello ex- 


plained that the board "needs more understanding to be able 
to defend the program." 


The board heard reports on the CWA (Cooperative Work 


Agreement) program and STEP (Student Therapeutic Educa- 
tion Program). About 800 students are in the CWA program 
this year and about 90 are in STEP. 


District special education staff members explained that 


CWA is a program for students who have emotional and aca- 
demic problems but who can remain in the regular school 
with extra help. The district has a budget of $750,000 for the 
program. 


The STEP program, which is housed in a warehouse in 


Wheeling, is for students who cannot get along in regular 
school. The program was started this year by combining 
three other programs. The budget for this year was $398,600. 


Board members expressed concern about selection of stu- 


dents for the programs, particularly for CWA, and said they 
want detailed followup on students to show what happens 
after they leave the program. 


Board member Jack Matthews said, "One of these days we 


will have the real top students and we'll have the malad- 
justed students — and we won't have an average student." 


Staff members said students are screened carefully for the 


programs but explained that students with problems are be- 
coming more numerous in the district. Richard Stanowski, 
head of the counseling department at Forest View High 
School, said, "There is a kind of basic disintegration of the 
family. Very often a kid finds himself alone." 


Staff members also said they are preparing to do more 


followup of students in the program. Dave Whiteside, coor- 
dinator for special education, said, "We feel we are reaching 
and helping the students," but added that in the past there 
has not been consistent research done of the program. 


New drug revieiv panel? 


The High School Dist. 214 board will discuss a major 


change in its policy on student drug abuse at'its meeting June 
10. 


The proposed change would involve establishing a district 


drug review council which would hear cases involving student 
drug use. 


The 11-member review council, under the proposed policy, 


would be able to set up programs for individual students with 
drug problems or recommend that the board expell a student. 


The policy would also remove a distinction, now in the 


district policy, between cases of possession and use of drugs 
and cases involving selling or distribution of drugs and would 
add alcohol to the list of prohibited drugs. The board's pre- 
sent policy provides that a student found in possession of 
drugs at school be suspended and that school officials have a 
conference with his parents. Students selling or giving away 
drugs in school are referred to the board for expulsion. This 
year 13 students have been expelled for distribution of drugs.

We back Teichert's view 


We are always glad to see subur- 


ban policymakers get together to 
view their plight and so it was 
heartening last week to see several 
suburban mayors join with experts 
of the American Society of Plan- 
ning Officials to discuss our com- 
mon home, the suburbs. 


Emerging from that session was 


added weight to the notion that the 
growing and prosperous suburbs 
must face up to the realities of land 
planning, and mutual cooperation 
instead of competition. 


From that meeting also came 


some relevant and courageous 
comments from Mount Prospect 
Mayor Robert Teichert, who spoke 


frankly about the dilemma subur- 
ban officials face in trying to look 
to the future of our area. 


Suburban officials, Teichert said, 


have to be expendable, they have 
to be able to say no to immediate 
voter demands and make their de- 
cisions based on what they believe 
to be in the interests of their com- 
munities decades from now. 


Thus they become expendable to 


voter opinion and to a relatively 
short range public mandate which 
often demands of public officials 
votes which enforce the barricades 
of the status quo. 


As Teichert correctly points out, 


virtually no group of homeowners 


The 
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in the suburbs will want to see any- 
thing other than more single-fami- 
ly homes built here. Such was the 
opposition to Randhurst when it 
was built. If local politicians had 
held to prevailing public senti- 
ment, the vast shopping mall 
would still be a farmer's field or 
subdivided into single-family plots. 


"Officials don't have the belly to 


say what is good 20 years from 
now," Teichert said. "As long as 
officials react to voters to stay in 
office, officials (in the suburbs) 
will continue to fight anything but 
single-family homes." 


Other comments from Teichert: 
• Planners should help elected 


officials get some "backbone" into 
their plans. "Don't come to a com- 
munity and put into nice pictures 
what they say they want. Be hon- 
est. Make a legitimate plan and 
fight for it." 


• "Most communities are alike 


and they haven't planned because 
they don't want to face decisions 
like high-rise buildings." 


Teichert, who was joined in his 


comments by Hoffman Estates 
Mayor Virginia Hayter, struck 
•what we believe is the proper note 
of concern for suburban officials. 


At issue is what kind of future we 


are allowing or forcing our elected 
officials to create for the suburbs. 
Will we as a community become a 
hodgepodge of conflicting govern- 
ments, each in competition for the 
next shopping mall? Will we as a 
group of suburbs with common in- 
terests allow developers to saddle 
us with banal subdivisions where 
people live temporary lives? 


Teichert and a few other subur- 


ban mayors are concerned with the 
answers to those questions but it is 
unrealistic for any office holder to 
look for long range solutions with- 
out the backing of the public. 


And that is the lesson of Tei- 


chert's words. Inherent in his ad- 
mission that office holders don't 
have the "belly" to do what is good 
20 years from now is a plea for 
public understanding, and support, 
for planning action instead of reac- 
tion.

Clark Mollenhoffs 'Watch on Washington' 


New FBI 'image problem'

WASHINGTON - The firing of a 19- 


year-old Federal Bureau of Investigation 
file olerk without a hearing is likely to 
give the FBI another image problem be- 
fore it has recovered from the highly pol- 
iticized regime of Acting Director L. Pat- 
rick Gray III. 


A number of senators and congress- 


men as well as the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union have decided to make the fir- 
ing of David Wehner, son of Mr. and 
Mrs Charles Wehner of Portage, Ind., a 
vehicle for an assault on FBI personnel 
policies. 


for more than three weeks. 


Senator Vance Hartke, D-Ind, Senator 


Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., Senator 
Birch Bayh, D-Ind., Senator J. Glenn 
Beall, Jr, R-Md., and Rep. Jerome Wai- 
die, D-Cal., are among those who have 
taken an interest in the Wehner case 


Lawyers for the ACLU have examined 


the case and believe it represents such 
an abuse of discretion that it can be used 
to discredit the whole idea that the FBI 
should be "excepted" from the responsi- 
bility to accord the due process to civil 


( argument is voiced with FBI di- 


rector Clarence Kelley's view on the 
need for strict disciplinary policies with 
regard to FBI agents. Most agree the di- 
rector needs the broadest discretion in 
hiring and firing of special agents and 
other personnel Involved directly In the 
broad range of federal criminal law en- 
forcement. 


But lawyers for the ACLU and a num- 


ber of congressmen believe there Is no 
excuse for using that discretion to fire a 
young file clerk for what he says Is his 
first minor violation of regulations. 


David Wehner admits he was 15 min- 


utes late on an overtime break. But he 
said that was the only mar on his record 
and his last two performance ratings 
were "excellent" 


The FBI admits Wehner was fired af- 


ter he demanded that he be given 
charges in writing as is required for all 
regular civil service employes. The bur- 
eau noted the FBI Is one of three govern- 
ment agencies "excepted" from the nor- 
mal "employe grievances and adminis- 
trative appeals " 


After admitting that there was no hear- 


ing and insisting there is no need for one, 
FBI director Kelley is "stonewalling it" 
or maintaining a silence much as the 
Nixon White House did when it was try- 
Ing to ride out the Watergate affair with- 
out making any explanations. 


Kelley claims he is trying to be more 


available than his predecessor, J. Edgar 
Hoover, but has said no questions will be 
answered on the Wehner case by any 
FBI officials Involved in the firing. Also, 
Kelley was unavailable for an interview 
In connection with the controversial case

service employes or military personnel. 


The three ''excepted" agencies in the 


federal government are the FBI, the 
Central Intelligence Agency and the Na- 
tional Security Agency. 


Senator Hartke declared that "without 


judging the merits of this young man's 
dismissal, I am disturbed by the manner 
in which it was handled. 


"All federal employes are entitled to 


due process whether they are protected 
by civil service or not. There has never 
been a time in our nation's history when 
it was more important for government to 
make an extra effort to protect the rights 
of all citizens." 


Senator Kennedy's staff examined the 


Wehner case and asked that it be exam- 
ined by a special judiciary subcommittee 
headed by Senator Robert Byrd, D-W. 
Va., which has special oversight respon- 
sibility over the FBI. 


Wehner, a 1972 graduate of Portage, 


Ind., High School, went to work as a file 
clerk at the FBI on Aug. 20, 1972, and 
has had an "excellent" work record pri- 
or to the incident that brought his dis- 


charge on March 19, 1974, from his 
$7,000-a-year post. 


The young man admits that the in- 


cident on March 8,1974, was a violation 
of FBI rules and regulations. He has ad- 
mitted in writing that he and another 
employe left the FBI Indentification 
Building while on a rest period from 3 
p.m. to 3:10 p.m., and did not return un- 
til 3:25 p.m. after having consumed one 
beer each at the nearby Market Inn. 


Wehner and his companion were con- 


fronted by their superior and were told 
that disciplinary action would be taken. 
Wehner asked the superior for a written 
copy of the charges and claimed that 
request resulted in a tougher attitude on 
the part of the superior. 


Wehner said he was given the opportu- 


nity to resign from the FBI. His compan- 
ion voluntarily resigned, Wehner said, 
but he refused to resign without written 
charges. 


FBI director Kelley's name is signed to 


letters asking for Wehner's resignation 
on March 15 and a March 19 letter stat- 
ing that the young man was being re- 
moved from FBI personnel rolls at 1 
p.m. that day. 


After the arbitrary, overly-repressive 


discipline of the last Hoover years and 
the lax politically oriented time during 
which Pat Gray ran the FBI, it has been 
hoped that Kelley, a seemingly flexible 
former FBI agent, could bring a judg- 
ment and restraint to the use of the 
power of the FBI. 


Whether Kelley is primarily respon- 


sible for the Wehner case or whether he 
has only an overall responsibility is dif- 
ficult to determine But in either event 
the Wehner case is one of those small 
cases, involving a small person, that 
could rise up and haunt Kelley. 


Kelley is responsible for the secrecy 


that continues to cover the FBI and 
makes it difficult or impossible to deter- 
mine whether Wehner's complaints are 
justified. 


The comment that "we have decided 


to let him litigate" is hardly what one 
should expect from a powerful govern- 
ment agency in dealing with any em- 
ploye, but particularly with a young file 
clerk.

Recently, I had the privilege through 


Bond PTA in attending the Illinois PTA 
convention at the Conrad Hilton Hotel. 
By doing so, I had the opportunity of 
being able to vote as a delegate on issues 
which I feel can affect me and you and 
our economy.

vide full funding for the second phase of 
H.B. 1484 passed during the 1973 legisla- 
tive session. It provided for the "re- 
source equalizer" formula, which when 
fully implemented would guarantee a 
minimum of $1,260 per pupil and it also 
prohibits spending more than 15 per cent 
above this level except in districts al- 
ready spending more than $1,260 in state 
and local spending. (It has limitations.) 


We are constantly demanding more 


from our federal and state government. 
By doing so, we are putting pressure on 
our government and can only help to de- 
stroy the middle income family. The rich 
respond to tax shelters designed to en- 
courage savings. The poor are helped by 
welfare programs which were intended 
to alleviate suffering and are largely 
unable to encourage self-improvement. 
The middle income family benefits 
directly in federal expenditures designed 
to stimulate economic activity and to 
maintain high levels of employment, 
profits, rents — and often inflation.

According to Illinois Department of Pub- 
lic Health officiate, it is the first ambu- 
latory surgical center to provide a wide 
variety of procedures Including tonsillec- 
tomles, child hernia repairs, eye muscle 
surgery, 
female sterilization, vasec- 


tomies, oral surgery and several forms 
of plastic surgery. 


Although ambulatory surgical treat- 


ment centers wre legalized by the state 
primarily as safe places to perform first 
trimester abortions, Northwest Surgicare 
does not do them 


"I don't know what will happen in the 


future, but we are not doing them now," 
Natof said "There are many com- 
plications associated with abortion. We 


feel we have such a large service to offer 
that we don't want to wrestle with those 
problems now." 


NORTHWEST SU1GICARE has a for- 


mal agreement with Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center in Elk Grove Village to 
provide hospital backup, including blood 
when needed. Natof said he asked North- 
west Community Hospital, just next 
door, to sign the agreement, but adminis- 
trators refused. 


Malcolm MacCoun, Northwest Commu- 


nity Hospital president, said the refusal 
was based on a long-standing policy of 
the board of directors. He said the board 
plans to reconsider Natof's proposal in 
June 


Natof and 16 other area doctors who 


financed the center have patterned it af- 
ter the first surgical center in the United 
States, Phoenix Surgicenter in Arizona, 
which opened four years ago 


"It is designed around the idea that 


people have been shoved around as much 
as they ought to. We want to treat people 
the way they want to be treated. We 
want a departure from the sterile, anti- 
septic impersonal approach as well as 
the sterile, antiseptic 
physical ap- 


proach," Natof said. 


To have surgery at Northwest Surgi- 


care, a patient must be admitted by one 
of the 20 doctors who have been given 
operating privileges. Only doctors on 
staff at area hospitals will be allowed to 
use the center and Natof expects more 
will apply. The doctors are not required 
to pay dues and will have a say in the 
operating of the center, Natof said. 


A MEDICAL ADVISORY board of four 


Chicago doctors with no monetary inter- 
est in the surgical center and a con- 
sumer advisory board composed of com- 
m"nitv residents help make decisions. 
The consumer board handles nonmedical 
complaints and tries to keep fees as low 
as possible, wich is one of the surgical

Surgery costs at the center and as an 


outpatient at a hospital are comparable, 
according to Natof.

At 
the clinic, the patient can go home and 
save the hospital room charges. Natof 
said most insurance companies have 
agreed to cover a patient who has an 
operation at the center.

NORTHWEST SURGICARE'S nurses

He 
walks — he is not wheeled — into an 
operating room fully equipped with re- 
suscitation equipment. 


A patient wiE usually spend three to 


five hours at the center, Natof said. 


Some patients will get a general anes- 
thetic, others will get only a local. All 
patients get a call at home the next day 
from a nurse to find out how they feel, 
he said. 


N o r t h w e s t Surgicare treated 90 


patients its first month Natof estimates 
the center, open Monday through Friday 
from 7 30 a m. to 5 p.m., will eventually 
be able to handle about 25 patients a day.

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Lake County hearings continue today 
Settle RTA suit soon, judge urges

The constitutional challenge to the Re- 


gional Transportation Authority Is an Im- 
portant matter that should be settled as 
soon as possible, the Lake County Circuit 
Court judge hearing the case said Tues- 
day. 


Judge Henry J. Caldwell presided over 


a hearing on a request for temporary in- 
junction to stop the RTA from operating. 
The motion for an injunction was made 
by Lake County State's Atty. Jack Hoo- 
gasian as part of his class-action suit 
challenging the right of the RTA to exist 
based on the wording of the March 19 
referendum in the six-county metropoli- 
tan area. 


The hearing on the injunction request 


will continue at 9:30 a.m. today at the 
Lake County Courthouse in Wntikegan. 
Judge Caldwell Tuesday disallowed two 
intervening petitions. The first was a 
request from the City of Chicago and 
Mayor Richard Daley that the suit nam- 
ing them be quashed or transferred to a 
Cook County court because the city can- 
not be sued except in Cook County. 


CALDWELL RULED that the city is 


not being sued, but Daley and the City 
Council are included as defendants be-

Also named are the 
state Department of Transportation, 
Transportation Sec. Langhorne Bond, 
and Sec. of State Michael Hewlett. 


CALDWELL APPEARED concerned 


Tuesday that there was no proof all de- 
fendants have been served with court 


summons. Hoogasian suggested the hear- 
ing be postponed to June 4, with an in- 
junction in the meantime to prevent the 
state from issuing funds to the RTA 
board. Caldwell rejected that option. 


Although Oaldwell said he would like to 


keep the issue on "a reasonably tight 
schedule" he canceled plans to continue 
the hearing Tuesday afternoon because 
the RTA board was not represented by 
attorneys.

Vote counting now the computer's job

NEW YORK — The electronic comput- 


er slowly Is taking over the job of coun- 
ting votes at the precinct level in Ameri- 
can elections. 


That means a considerable money sav- 


ings to taxpayers, a speeding up of elec- 
tion returns and a closer check on fraud. 


The computer has been used for tabu- 


lating national, state-wide and citywide 
returns in bigger cities for some years. 
At the precinct level ballots had to be 
counted by hand, a laborious and ex- 
pensive process vulnerable to error and 
fraud, or else self-counting lever voting 
machines had to be used at an average 
cost of $5,000 for two machines in a pre- 
cinct. 


Thirty-one states have legalized the 


computerized systems of punchcard bal- 
lots known as Votamatlc and Datavote. 


VOTAMATIC IS made by Computer 


Election Systems Inc., of Berkeley, Ca- 
lif., which bought it from International 
Business Machines Corp. Datavote is 
produced 
by Diamond International 


Corp. of New York. 


Business 


today 


Votamatic is the older of the two and 


so far has a much bigger share of the 
market. The principal difference between 
the two in operation is that the Datavote 
punchcard ballot has the names of the 
candidates printed on it while, with the 
Votamatic system, the voter punches the 
card by number after each candidate's 
name in a master ballot in the booth. 


The purpose of both systems is to get 


away from the cost of lever type voting 
machines — $2,500 each — which are 
used only once or twice a year. The 
punchcards cost about the same as paper 
ballots. The community using either sys- 


tem must have access to a computer 
with punchcard readers on election 
night. Most cities and counties now own 
computers that can be used for this. 
Smaller communities usually can buy 
computer time from a commercial data 
processing firm on election night. 


DAVID DUNBAR, president of Com- 


puter Election Systems, conceded that 
computer punchcard voting has grown 
rather slowly since it was first in- 
troduced a decade ago. "The big reason, 
perhaps, qas that the communities where 
it was most logical had big investments 
in lever voting machines. While IBM 
owned Votamatic, it tackled this problem 
by purchasing the used lever voting ma- 
chines and selling them to other commu- 
nities," he said.

World famine: 'man's ultimate challenge' 


Business and government must work 


together to stock the world's pantry if 
the feared global 'hunger crisis is to be 
averted, a leading statesman and an in- 
ternational banker said at a world food 
seminar Monday in Chicago. 


International cooperation on a massive 


end immediate scale is needed, they 
stressed, because the problem is urgent, 
it affects every person on the globe, and 
no one country has the resources or the 
time left to face it alone. 


Ambassador Edwin M. Martin, special 


assistant and senior adviser to Sec. of 
State Henry Kissinger, and Roger E. An- 
derson, chairman of Chicago's Continen- 
tal Bank, sponsor of the seminar, both 
stressed the critical nature of the prob- 
lem. 


"No more difficult or Important task 


faces the peoples and governments of the 
world than choosing and then implement- 


Ing wise measures for assuring future 
food supplies," said Martin. 


A N D E R S O N CALLED the crisis 


"man's ultimate challenge" and said, 
"Unappeased hunger is an ugly but unde- 
niable finality. On a macro-scale, it could 
put an end to existing conditions of world 
order, such as they are, between now 
and the end of this century. 


"With world population growing at an 


annual rate of 2 per cent, we have per- 
haps 20 years — or roughly until the year 
2000 — to raise food production to desir- 
ed levels around the world so that all 
people can afford to eat, or control pop- 
. ulation growth, or both. After that, un- 
less the situation has been remedied, the 
lid blows off the pressure cooker, and 
few forecasters are prepared even to 
imagine the consequences if that should 
happen," Anderson said.

"It is intolerable to acquiesce to a situ- 
ation in which, with all of our other ma- 
terial achievements, hundreds of millions 
of human beings do not get enough to eat 
to live decent and productive lives and 
that in many parts of the world 30-50 per 
cent of children between one and five 
die, nearly half of them from failure to 
get enough to eat," he said. 


Important parts of the world are, in 


fact, approaching the precarious line be- 
tween survival and disaster, Anderson 
pointed out. Taking India as an example, 
Anderson said that if it were to suffer a 
monsoonal failure, the consequence could 
be a famine in which literally millions of 
lives would be lost. The seismic shock of 
those megadeaths "would rattle social, 
political, and economic windows around 
the world."

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Lecithin won't loweer cholesterol level 


I am 48 yean old, S feet 7 Inches and 


toelgh 135 pounds. I have a cholesterol 
count of about 330 reduced by diet from 
305. 


A recent magazine article laid that 


lecithin reduce* the cholesterol IB a per- 
son's blood. Does lecithin really reduce 
the count as they say? 


I wish It did, but it doesn't. The only 


people who could possibly benefit from 
lecithin are a few who have 'a dietary 
deficiency in polyunsaturated fats. You 
can solve that problem with a proper 
diet that includes about a third of the fat 
in your diet as polyunsaturated fat as 
you get in corn oil, safflower oil or prod- 
ucts made with these oils. Excess 
amounts of these oils won't help either. 


There is a lot of untrue promotional 


material in magazines about lecithin. It 
Is another fat, The difference is that it 
c o n t a i n s some phosphate and is 
a phosophollpid. And, it is connected to 
choline. Now that is all fairly complex so 
let me say that the lecithin particle is 
broken down by the digestive enzymes in 
the digestive trace into the choline, the 
fatty acids, and then absorbed. In other 
words, once it gets through the intestinal 
wall it is no longer lecithin. 


THE LECITHIN in our bloodstream Is 


correlated with cholesterol levels, and 
there is some evidence that if it is high 
you will have less tendency to fatty de- 
posits in the arteries. However, and it is 
a big however, the lecithin in the blood 
is manufactured by the liver. Its level is 
influenced by many factors, even the ra- 
tio of male and female hormones. 


If you needed choline in your diet then 


lecithin would be helpful. This substance 
helps protect the liver from fatty degene- 
ration that can occur in fasting and other 
problems, But, many common foods in a 
normal diet contain abundant amounts of 
choline, such as lean meats. If you 
needed choline you should be taking cho- 
line, not lecithin or more fat. 


I do think you probably could profit 


from taking some medicine for your per- 
sistent high cholesterol levels, particular- 
ly if you have been on a proper diet and 
have controlled your weight. There is 
medicine available specifically for low- 
ering the cholesterol in people who can't 
accomplish this with diet. But it is not 
lecithin and must be prescribed by a doc- 
tor. 


One such medicine, Questran (cho- 


lestyramine). Is very new and works by 
binding the bile salts in the bowel. Since

these come from cholesterol this helps to 
use up the cholesterol and lower the lev- 
el. As more bile salts are formed and 
then lost, the cholesterol is gradually 
lowered. You might check with your doc- 


tor and see if you are a candidate for 
this new medicine.

But in the course of the boat over- 


turning and sending the equipment show- 
ering irretrievably to the bottom of the 
lake, Haskcll's right ankle became en- 
tangled in the rope. 


"At first I thought it was the anchor 


rope," Haskell said while gently rolling 
his sock down to reveal an ugly red gash 
that completely circumscribed his ankle. 


"It was cutting the circulation off m 


my leg, so I had to keep moving it and I 
wound up bruising the rest of my leg 
against the side of the boat." 


Instinctively obeying the first rule af- 


ter capsizing — remaining with the boat 
— Haskell, Henson and Seymour draped 
their cold, wet bodies over the bottom of 
the craft, clinging for their lives. 


"I had a knife and we thought about 


cutting Bob's ankle free," Henson recol- 
lected. "But all of our boat cushions and 
life preservers had floated away. 


"If it was the anchor rope, we thought 


by cutting it, we would lose our stability 
and the boat would start rolling over. I 
also didn't know whether I could afford to 


Stop boat fires 


Fires annually destory many boats and 


the cause is usually pure carelessness. 
Here are some safety tips to prevent a 
fire aboard your craft 


Don't use flammable materials for in- 


tenor decorating Keep bilges free from 
oil and gasoline. Carry gasoline only in 
approved safety containers 


Use alcohol or Kerosene in pressure 


stove for cooking. While gasoline is dan- 
gerous, so is a gravity-fed stove. Carry 
approved fire extinguishers and check 
them frequently to make sure they are in 
working order. 


Never fuel your boat at night except 


under well-lighted conditions If possible, 
remove your fuel tank from the boat for 
refueling and remove passengers from 
the boat while getting gasoline. Never 
smoke during a refueling process. 


Before fueling, see that the boat is 


properly moored Shut down all engines, 
fans, motors, etc. Close all ports, doors 
and hatches. 


While fueling, be sure not to overload 


the tanks and allow for the gasoline to 
expand. Make sure hose nozzle or can 
makes metal-to-metal contact with the 
fill pipe since a spark of static electricity 
could cause explosion. One-half pint of 
gasoline has the explosive power of five 
sticks of dynamite1 


After fueling, secure fill cap tightly 


and wipe any spillage. Open all ports, 
doors, etc. and ventilate for five minutes.

release my grip on the boat, cut the line 
and expect to regain my grasp." 


Minutes passed like days for the three 


marooned fishermen, The constant im- 
mersion by merciless waves carried a 
sobering 42-degree numbness through the 
bodies of the weakening trio. 


Seymour finally volunteered to swim 


for help. The 37-year-old employe of 
McGraw-Hill had snagged the only boat 
cushion in an otherwise tackle-littered 
lake 


"We didn't give him much of an argu- 


ment," Henson remembered. "He kicked 
off his shoes and started swimming to- 
ward the other boats that were making 
their way back to shore. The last time I 
saw him, he was waving a yellow fishing 
hat, but nobody apparently noticed it." 


Many thoughts flashed through the 


minds of the remaining pair who had 
now begun encouraging each other to 
hang on just a little longer. 


"I thought about what my wife would 


say when I told her I had lost her fishing 
pole," Haskell chuckled in the only hu- 
morous segment of the staid narration. 


Otherwise, the situation grew from 


grave to grim. 


"Between pleading wiDh each other to 


keep hanging on, we did a lot of pray- 
ing," Henson said "We both did a lot of 
talking to the man upstairs." 


Haskell, whose ankle was involuntarily 


bound securely to one side of the boat, 
tied his wrist to a loose mooring rope on 
the other side and resembled a traitor 
staked out to die. 


An hour and one-half later, Elk 


Grove's principal spotted a boat in the 
same location that he last saw Seymour 
swimming and cried, "They're coming, 
Hal! They're coming! Hang on!" 


Seymour's daring and sacrificial ad- 


venture (that lasted until he could no 
longer lift his arms) succeeded in draw- 
ing the attention of a 25-foot cruiser that 
immediately plucked the shivering trio 
out of the salivating jaws of death. 


After yanking Seymour out of the 


drink, the rescue craft bore down on 
Henson and Haskell who were now shak- 
ing and pale.. .but conscious. 


"They bundled us up like mummies," 


Haskell said. "We were all concerned 
about each other, especially Hal. I had a 
thermal vest on and it helped insulate 
me, but Hal was suffering from shock 
and having convulsions." 


Once docked, ambulance attendants 


carried stretchers aboard the boat. 


"I remember them throwing a towel 


over my face and when they were carry- 
ing me out, people must have thought 
they were looking at a dead man," Hen- 
son recalled. "But it was just to keep me 
warm. I think my body temperature was 
down to about 92 degrees." 


As the ambulance sped to the hospital, 


the three men attempted to keep ques- 
tioning each other's health. But all any 
of them could muster through their chat- 
tering teeth were a few garbled and stut- 
tering grunts and groans. 


In reliving the traumatic experience, 


Haskell admits he hasn't any second 
thoughts about their struggle for surviv- 
al. 


"We must have done everything right 


or else we wouldn't be here to talk about 
it. I think the fact that we remained 
calm, collected and conservative saved 
us," Haskell offered thankfully. 


"I guess the moral of the story is not 


only to have life preservers, but to wear 
them," Haskell campaigned emphat- 
ically. "We Were all swimmers, but it's a 
little hard to swim with a tackle box tied 
to your ankle. 


"If we persuade only one person to 


wear them, it will be worth it," he con- 
cluded. 


About $2,000 in equipment alone was 


lost in the mishap, but it all seemed im- 
material to the recuperating trio 


Five other boats swamped that same 


a f t e r n o o n in hand-to-hand combat 
against nature. Two drowning victims 
were unable to tell the same incredible 
story as Bob Haskell, Hal Henson and 
Gary Seymour.

R-r-r-ing! 
"What time is it?" I asked as the 


alarm clock pierced the Sunday morning 
tranquility with its shrill mocking tone. 


"Hmmm." 
"What time is it?" I asked again about 


five minutes later. 


"6:30 a.m.," said my husband, Phil, 


having already switched off the clock 
and turned over in defiance of the fact 
that it was time to get up. 


"Come, on Hiawatha," I said dragging 


myself out of bed. "Today's the big day, 
the canoe race. We have to be there at 
7:30 a.m." 


If I could just stay awake long enough 


to get dressed and get out of the house 
half the battle would be won, I thought, 
reflecting on the 20-mile canoe race 
ahead of us from Oak Spring Road in 
Libertyville to Dam 2 in Des Plaines. 


THOUGH OUR previous canoeing ex- 


perience was minimal, a few bouts with 
the raging waters of Skokie Lagoons, 
Phil and I had volunteered, or were vol- 
unteered, to represent The Herald in the 
17th Annual Des Plaines River Canoe 
Marathon. 


I really had no aspirations of our win- 


ning the_ race, I'd rather leave the stiff 
competition to those more avid oanoers 
equipped with water bottles and oxygen 
tanks strapped to their backs. But, I 
think we were both determined to at 
least complete the course and collect the 
colorful cloth patches promised to every- 
one who successfully crossed the finish 
line before 4:30 p.m. With an 8:04 a.m. 
starting time I felt there was a fairly 
good chance we'd be through by 4:30. 


"There sure isn't much traffic on the 


road this early," I observed once we 
were finally in the car and on our way, 
but my words came back to haunt me as 
soon as we reached Milwaukee Avenue. 


Cars, trucks, vans, many with out-of- 


state license plates, they were all out in 
droves — everyone of them heading 
north and everyone carrying one or more 
canoes. 


WE REACHED THE "put in" point as 


the more professional canoeists call it, 
and feeling a little less confident, picked 
up the aluminum oanoe complete with 


car racks and life preservers which we 
were very lucky to have found only a few 
days before the race. We proudly stuck 
our identification numbers "26" on the 
bow of the boat and began looking for the 
starting rope. 


The area near the starting line was 


packed with canoes, and kayaks in a va- 
riety of colors. I was beginning to won- 
der if there'd even be room for us in the 
water. 


"I think we go in over there," said 


Phil pointing down the road and we 
moved the canoe to a grassy spot in 
preparation for boarding the rocky craft. 


"Stay in the middle," Phil told me as I 


cautiously stepped into the boat and 
crept toward the navigator's position in 
the front. Phil got in back and we were 
on our way, headed straight for another 
canoe. 


" 'Scuse me," excuse me," I apolo- 


gized to the captain of the other ship 
wondering what it is you're supposed to 
say or do to avoid a collision. 


"Ofcay folks, we're about to begin," 


cried the starter from his box on the Oak 
Spring bridge. "First group up to the 
rope. Ready, set, go! They're off! 


"Number 26, you'd better move up to 


the rope or you're going to miss your 
starting time!" 


RECOVERING FROM a moment of 


panic after realizing we were No. 26, 
Phil and I tried working our way to the 
front. We managed to avoid the other ca- 
noes but couldn't steer 'clear of several 
small tree limbs and branches which 
were poking up through the high waters 
of the Des Plaines. 


"Second group, move up. Come on, we 


haven't got all day. Ready, set, go! 
Group three, you're next," the starter 
called out. 


Three, that's us. We maneuvered to the 


closest point by the rope and waited for 
the "go" signal. 


"Twenty-six, you're in the wrong 


place!" the starter admonished us. 


"Where are we supposed to be?" I 


asked sheepishly. 


"Under the '6'." 
"Oh," I said looking up and noticing 


the numbers from zero to nine hanging 
on the starting rope. 


"You've got 10 seconds," the voice 


commanded over the loud speaker and 
not wanting to upset Big Brother, we at- 
tempted a quick circle around the other 
boats hoping to swing impressively 
around and into the slip under the "6." 


"Number 26 IS The Herald," someone 


said from the sidelines and I likely 
turned several shades of red having been 
consoled up until then by the fact that at 
least no one knew who was making all 
the faux pas of canoeing. 


"Five seconds to go," the starter's 


voice shouted and I realized we'd over- 
shot our mark. 


"We're just trying to give everyone 


else a head start," said Phil. 


By the time group three got the high 


sign we hadn't quite reached the starting 
line but were headed in the right direc- 
tion, for a few moments. 


Trying to get our craft to go the way 


we wanted it to was the prime obstacle 
we had to overcome throughout the race. 
After our first few bouts with some low- 
hanging trees by the shore, we decided 
to work on our maneuvering techniques 
to keep us in the center of the river. 


"If I paddle on the right we'll go to- 


ward the left, and vice versa," I told 
Phil as if I'd made some amazing dis- 
covery. 


"I think I've figured out how to make 


course corrections," he added showing 
me how he could use his paddle like a 
rudder. 


WITH THAT WE GOT down to some 


serious paddling but to our amazement 
still found ourselves drifing from one 
side to the other. 


"Hut ... hut ... hut .. .," the sound 


of an accomplished canoe team gained 
on us 'and passed us by. On each "hut" 
the rowers would paddle on the opposite 
side, a system which looked quite simple 
enough and seemed to be working quite 
nicely for them. 


"Change . . . change . . . change," 


another team with its stroking down to a 
science whizzed by in search of the finish 
line about 17 miles ahead. 


"Why don't we try that," I suggested. 


"We'll change sides after every 10 
strokes. One, two, three, four . . . 
change." 


"How 
about every five strokes," I said 


realizing that 10 was a little rough on the 
arms. 


There was only one drawback to the 


systematic stroke approach. If the canoe 
was drifting to the left and I still had 
several strokes remaining on die right 
side we would end up in the bushes 
again. 


WELL, SO MUCH for experimentation. 
We lost nearly all thoughts of winning 


when canoes with numbers in the 200's 
began to pull ahead of us. We did man- 
age to pass up No. 14 a couples of times 
and kept up with No. 25 for a while as 
well. 


Overall, it was an enjoyable three 


hours and 40 minutes on the Des Plaines 
though the last five miles it seemed like 
the finish line had been moved back 10 
more miles. As determined as some were 
to win the race the canoe enthusiasts are 
a friendly bunch who usually won't hesi- 
tate to give one of their capsized cohorts 
a hand even if it means losing some 
time. 


When we finally came upon the "Fin- 


ish Line % Mile" sign it was like reach- 
ing a mecca. Just ahead was the flag- 
laden rope, the judge's stand and Dam 2, 
which was two feet under water so you'd 
never know there was a dam unless 
someone said so. 


Pulling the canoe out of the river was 


a trickier project than putting it in, we 
discovered. 


At the finish the water current became 


so strong that holding onto a tree by the 
shore was the only way to keep from 
drifting with the water. We pulled and 
pushed on the branches until we were 
pointing toward the shore. Phil jumped 
heroically into the water and dragged me 
and the canoe to dry land, nearly leaving 
me as a decoration on the shoreline trees 
in the process. 


"They'll never believe it," I said to 


Phil thinking of our friends' reactions 
when they find out we completed the 
course. 


Tired and sore but pleased with our- 


selves for having made it through the 
race, slowly but surely, we walked up to 
the reviewing stand to collect our badg- 


Fishermen swarm Wisconsin ivaters 


Now that early season anglers have 


tasted the action of the opening weekend, 
things are slowing back to normal and 
the competition for elbow room at wa- 
ter's edge Isn't quite as brusque as it 
was a week ago. 


Except on the Wolf river in the Fre- 


mont area, where grown men are stand- 
ing elbow-to-elbow on bridges and shore- 
line and sitting bow to stern in boats and 
dragging white bass out of the water as 
they jockey for position. 


Even over the rainy, cold weekend just 


passed, anglers were thick from one 
reach of the Wolf to the other. Most of 
the action was concentrated in the towns, 
where there was easy access to warm 
restaurants, taverns and public rest- 
rooms. 


But the action on white bass was good 


almost the full length of the river until it 
pmirs Into Lake Winnebago. Checking 
several fishermen who had completed 
their day, we discovered catches ranging 
frnm a short stringer of six fat white 
bass to a gunnysack full of an estimated 
03 fish. 


The white bass has to be one of the 


more incredible fish in fresh water, 
equalling, if not exceeding, such prolific 
spawners as the carp and the bluepill. 
Every year the fish leave Winnebago, 
Poygan, Winneconne and Butte des 
Morts and head into the Wolf for spawn- 
ing. 


Sportsman's 


notebook

And every year thousands of fishermen 


catch them going both ways and take 
them away by the washtub. And every 
year there are another blue-million of 
them ready to go again. 


Although the "run" generally lasts 


only two or three weeks, this year it has 
been interrupted so many times by 
changing air temperatures that it seems 
ready to stretch out another week, and 
possibly two more weeks. 


Fishermen are warned that it will be 


crowded weekends, fair or foul weather, 
thus, the mid-week anglers are most like- 
ly to have the place to themselves. Take 
along your own boat, because rentals are 
next to impossible for latecomers on a 
weekend. And don't assume that, be- 
cause the Wolf Is "only a river" that any 
old raft or jon boat will do. 


The river is swift in many places and a 


testy wind can whip up sone rugged 


waves that can easily capsize a boat. For 
the most part, your regular all-around 
fishing gear will work on white bass in 
the Wolf, but there are a few modi- 
fications you should make to improve 
your chances. 


The Wolf River Rig is still far and 


away the best. It isn't expensive if you 
put it together yourself — and do it here, 
before you go. Wisconsin resort oper- 
ators are no more, or less rip-off artists 
than anywhere else, but you will pay 
"full markup" for tackle up there. 


I prefer a revolving spool reel, but a 


spinning or spincasting outfit is just as 
good. Load up with 12-pound line, mono- 
filament or braided — anything you can 
cast easily. Tie a three-way swivel at the 
end of the line. 


Use 24 to 36 Inches of monofilament or 


leader on one swivel-eye. Terminate this 
piece with 4/0 or 6/0 hook that you'll 


bait with a minnow. On the other eye of 
the swivel, tie 24 inches of monofilament 
and terminate it with a 2 to 4 ounce bell 
sinker. 


The object of this rig, as we've men- 


tioned before, is to keep the minnow 
floating off the bottom in the river cur- 
rent. The bell sinker bounces along the 
rocks, hopefully without snagging as a 
weighted hook would. 


A few specialists like to use various 


weight lines on this rig. They use up to 
2Qjpound line on the reel, 10 to 12 on the 
hook and 6 to 8 on the sinker. The theory 
is that the lead sinker is the cheapest 
part of the rig and if it snags you just 
break it off and save your swivel, hook 
and minnow. 


Purists, who don't like to swim min- 


nows are also taking white bass in the 
Wolf, but this type of fishing is 'best left 
until evening when the water generally 
calms and the visibility is better. That is 
also the time when most of the live bait

Surprisingly, the walleyes are already 
hitting nite crawlers fished right on the 
bottom. Ordinarily, tins would still be the 
time to hit them with minnow rigs — but 
who can tell a walleye anything? 


Musky fishing is also off to a great 


start this season, even if the cold wet 
weather has discouraged all but the most 
dedicated. Big Arbor Vitae had the big- 
gest reported over the weekend. It was a 
whopping 42 inches, taken on a dead 
sucker. 


The biggest Wisconsin walleye of the 


week was 8% pounds, 30Va inches long. 
That one was out of Trout lake in the 


Woodruff area. In the same neighbor- 
hood, a 5-pound largemouth was caught 
in Minocqua and a 5-pound smallmouth 
came out of Pine lake. 


On the Chain of Lakes, we found on 


returning south, heavy rains, wind and 
generally cold air putting the bass back 
out into deep water. 


On Lake Michigan, the fishing might 


have been excellent, except that by the 
time the guide boats could get on the 
water Sunday afternoon, water tempera- 
tures had fallen 3-to-5 degrees, burying 
most of the "hot spots" that had been 
producing good fishing all the previous 
week. 


Each year at this time, we try to re- 


member if it was better or worse last 
year. And, like every year, I can't re- 
member. 


One can only hope that summer comes 


on a weekend this year.

Too much is bad — 


"Super supplementation" is a practice 


that leads some dog owners to harm 
their dogs despite good intentions, as 
pointed out in an article by the Gaines 
Dog Research Center. 


It begins harmlessly enough when the 


owner supplements the dog's diet by ad- 
ding vitamins, minerals, 
vegetables, 


meat, table leftovers or rther extras to 
the dog's regular dog food. When the dog 
appears to remain in the best of health, 
the owner moves to the "super" stage 
and adds even more supplements. 


If a little achieves good, the owner rea- 


sons, then a lot must be even better for 
the dog. But all too often the "super sup- 
plementation" proceeds to upset the deli- 
cate mineral balance that must be main- 
tained, especially the 1.2 to 1 calcium- 
phosphorous ration so important for good 
teeth and bones. 


When a "super supplementation" diet 


is continued over a period of time, as 
pointed out by the Center, adverse physi- 
cal damage can occur. With today's com- 
plete balanced dog foods supplementa- 
tion should be done only when advised by 
a veterinarian.

Westmoreland 


•still being 


haunted by 
the specter 


of Vietnam 


by TOM TIEDE 


COLUMBIA, S.C. - Six years after 


he was relieved of his Vietnam com- 
mand, retired Army Gen. William 
Westmoreland still finds it necessary 
to fight the old battle. Every now 
and then a commentator will infer, 
or a publication will print, that West- 
moreland was the loser in the South- 
east Asian conflict. But the old sol- 
dier counters by saying: "I did not 
lose," or "We did not lose," or more 
pointedly, "I am not a defeated gen- 
eral." 


He does not make his defense vin- 


dictive, at least not in public, for fist- 
pounding and hair pulling have never 
been his style. Nor does he suggest 
that "I won," or "We won," because 
he was a soldier too long (36 years) 
to imagine Vietnam's confusion as 
anything resembling victory in a 
traditional sense. 


Rather, by protecting his own part 


in the fight, he seems to be protect- 
ing the Army only. He is known to 
feel that a conventional triumph was 
made impossible by the interference 
of overwhelming civilian variables, 
but as for the military's part he says 
it did what it was assigned to do: 
Defend South Vietnam from military 
takeover and provide it with the 
means to defend itself. 


THE WRINKLED-NOSED critic 


will argue that such defense cost 
America 46,000 of her sons, $130 bil- 
lion from her treasury and much of 
her international virtue, but as a sol- 
dier Westmoreland has never been in 
a position to argue the emotions. A 
former aide explains that the Gener- 
al's job was "to do what the com- 
mander in chief said to do," not 
count the dead or the dollars. 


His Vietnam mission carried with 


it an inescapable heavy loss of life 
and other degradations but he was 
too long in uniform and too much 
dedicated to escape that awful re- 
sponsibility with a moral retreat.

Actually, Westmoreland says he 


deplores the Vietnam waste as much 
as any critic of the conflict. Since his 
retirement last year as Army chief 
of staff, and his civilian withdrawal 
to his home state, he has had the 
freedom to express himself some- 
what more candidly on the subject. 
His expressions indicate melancholy 
but not outright bitterness. He ob- 
viously believes the loss of life and 
money need not have been as great 
as it was; the trouble, he says, was 
at least twofold. 


FIRST, HE SAYS, the military was 


not allowed to take the bold action 
necessary to end the conflict sooner. 
From the beginning of his command 
(1964), his moves were scrutinized 
and often vetoed by then-President 
Lyndon Johnson and Defense Sec. 
Robert McNamara. 


Johnson especially wanted it un- 


derstood the war would be manipu- 
lated by plainclothesmen. During a 
1966 meeting with the President in 
Honolulu, Westmoreland remembers 
Johnson cautioning him not "to pull 
a MacArthur on me," a reference to 
the well-known habit of the late 
Douglas MacArthur to ignore or cir- 
cumvent higher orders. 


Westmoreland did suggest some 


MacArthur tactics if not his in- 
subordination. At one point in the 
war, Westmoreland planned an am- 
phibious hook into North Vietnam, a 
ploy he believed would demoralize 
the enemy command as well as put 
border-straddling enemy troops be- 


tween an allied vise. However, says 
Westmoreland, "Approval was de- 
nied." 


BUT PERHAPS an even greater 


interference into the conduct of the 
war, says the general, was that of 
the American war resisters. He does 
not dwell on the argument that anti- 
war efforts gave the Communists 
staying power, rather he looks at 
what the situation did to the military 
itself. 


He says the large numbers of 


bright young people who dodged the 
draft, or fled the country, or wangled 
school exemptions, left the military 
with a seriously depleted reservoir 
from which to draw young lead- 
ership. The result was the Army had 
to accept larger numbers of substan- 
dard junior officers. 
"I'm convinced," says West- 


moreland, "that something like My 
Lai would not have happened if the 
anti-war forces didn't almost force it 
to happen. Calley (convicted killer of 
noncombatants Lt. William Calley) 
would not have been accepted into 
the service under normal circum- 
stances." 


As it was, Westmoreland intimates, 


the service had to fill slots, thus an 
unfortunate number of those slots 
was filled with second choice young 
men who could neither lead nor con- 
trol their forces. 


WESTMORELAND HASTENS to 


add that his latter opinion is not a 
rap on the majority of Vietnam com- 
batants of whom "I was always 


proud." He was in fact more than 
proud of them, he was their advo- 
cate. It was Westmoreland who es- 
tablished the one-year tour in Viet- 
nam, and most of the comforts in the 
otherwise uncomfortable theater (hot 
meals on patrols, prolific pass 
rights) were the general's decisions. 


As a matter of fact, says West- 


moreland, "I'm still thinking of the 
Vietnam veterans. I would like to see 
them treated better here at home." 
Westmoreland says he recently sent 
a letter to the Veterans Adminis- 
tration asking for the facts on the GI 
benefit controversy, and got back 
"The worse bunch of gobbledegook I 
ever saw." 


DESPITE 
VA GOBBLE, West- 


moreland believes the Viet vets do 
suffer from that unpopular war. "In 
terms of real dollars, they aren't get- 
ting enough." 


And as for that unpopular war it- 


self, now that Americans are physi- 
cally out of it, Westmoreland still 
maintains the light at the end of the 
tunnel will not dim. He cannot, or at 
least does not want to, believe that a 
decade's presence of some 2.5 million 
U.S. soldiers over there was mean- 
ingless. 


Healthy and robust at age 61, he is 


writing a book to give his side of the 
story, and obviously hopes to yet see 
the day when a more "sober think- 
ing" America deletes the "defeated" 
adjective from the biography of its 
Vietnam general.

A handshake instead of a salute? 


The former four-star general finds political campaigning can be 'humbling'

WALTERBORO, S.C. - When neatly trimmed William 


Westmoreland introduced himself to a shaggy-headed youth 
In a shoe shop here, the conversation turned to thoughts of 
hair. 


The mod kid asked Westmoreland if he was going to let his 


hair grow any longer. Westmoreland replied that his hair was 
long enough. The kid came back quickly and said that it 
might look better longer. And Westmoreland said, no, well, 
no, really, he thought it was long enough. 


Five humdrum minutes later, retired Army chief of staff 


Westmoreland emerged from the shop to roll his eyes up- 
wards and sigh: 


"Not exactly an intellectual conversation, was it?" 
Not exactly. But then the meeting in the shoe shop was not 


a summit conference at command headquarters either. Four- 
star General Westmoreland is now running for the Republi- 
can gubernatorial nomination in his home state and the 
stump can be a drag. 


A LADY WILL yelp, "Oh, I've seen you on TV." A man will 


Insist on pulling out a World War II photo of himself in ser- 
geant's stripes. "Really?" asks a young girl, "is that really 
Westmoreland? Make him shout some orders." 


The beginning of a political career can be a numbing expe- 


rience for anyone, but for William Childs Westmoreland, it 
must be like having society on his spitshine. Thirty-six years 
a soldier, 19 of them as a general officer, he is now shorn of 
his rank by the political necessity of suddenly becoming one 
of the people. It is, he says, "a humbling experience," 


Seeking votes in a drug store on main street is not the same 


as reviewing the troops at Fort Benning. 


But Westmoreland is nothing if not a trooper. When he 


retired from service last year he says he spent two months 
"playing tennis and nearly going crazy." 


WITHERING AT 60, he took a posh job as director of some- 


thing called the Governor's Task Force on Economic Growth, 
but even that was not enough activity. Now he's decided to 
grin and bear the agony of politics, "Because I think govern- 
ment is too important to be left to the politicians." So: Grin, 
smile, hand outstretched. "Hello, I'm General Westmoreland 
running for governor." 


And not only is he a trooper, he's a thick-skinned one. He 


Mrved in the Army establishment at a time when its image 
was almost zero, and now enters a political profession held in 
squally low esteem. On top of this, the formerly nonpartlsan 
general (to remain neutral, he didn't even vote before 1972) 
has registered as a Republican in the era of Watergate and in 
• state that hasn't bad a Republican governor in 100 years. 


Some critics here charge that Westmoreland's political de- 


cisions have about them the quality of Vietnam jungle rot,

but the man himself says he is only following his own simple 
beliefs: 


"I'm running for office because I think I can help this state. 


I'm running as a Republican because we need a viable two- 
party system." 


HIS REASONING as such is about as exciting as his early 


campaigning. Westmoreland is not ait all a glib gtadhander. 
He is stiff, ponderous, given to militaristic sloganeering ("I 
want you ladies to know how courageous you are and how 
proud I am of you"), and at times decidedly boring. 


Addressing 40 members of the Walterboro Rotary Club 


recently, he plowed through a list of seven state problem 


areas, and paused only for a moment; before anyone could 
applaud the long awaited finish, the general incredulously 
and unabashedly continued with ten more points of solution. 


He is at the early stage of his race, little more appealing in 


the street. He approaches voters with a "call-me-general" 
reserve that borders on diffidence. When an aide suggests he 
greet people with one hand and pass out bumper stickers with 
another, Westmoreland shrugs: "You pass them out." Very 
often, at a barbecue or at a luncheon, the general stands off 
to one side, hands in pockets, alone. 


BUT IN FAIRNESS it must be said that Westmoreland's 


novice style has its appeal. He does not come on as the 


commander, but as the self-conscious major with promise, 
and many citizens appreciate it. South Carolina is filled with 
silver tongued Foghorns soliciting votes with sweet but mean- 
ingless charisma, and the Westmoreland change is welcome. 


"He's so shy," says housewife Wanda Friel, "somehow I 


thought he'd be an old grouch." 


But besides being shy, Westmoreland is also convinced that 


he can help his state in many ways. And there is no doubt the 
state needs help. A midwestern research organization 
recently named South Carolina as the worst in the Union in 
terms of living conditions, opportunity, etc. 


Westmoreland says the state has the lowest life expectancy 


in the nation, the third highest murder rate as well as one of 
the most depressing VD problems. Of 46 counties, the candi- 
date says 23 have been losing population steadily for a dec- 
ade. "These things have to be reversed," he says. "We need 
leadership to do it." 


NO ONE YET knows whether the Westmoreland style will 


win votes, but at least it is honest. He believes the public is 
"tired of politics as usual," and is looking for fresh faces and 
straight talk. 


So the general talks openly and sometimes even liberally 


here in conservative South Carolina. When a diehard Republi- 
can matron asked him whom he thought would make a good 
Republican choice for president, he startled her by men- 
tioning Elliot Richardson. 


His integrity does not appeal to all, however. And his aides, 


mostly more political than he, are trying to modify his behav- 
ior to fit traditional state electioneering. Thus it is that the 
prestigious general is now receiving orders from a 30-year-old 
former Marine lieutenant named John Coursen. 


COURSEN IS THE BOSS, says Westmoreland, "I go where 


he wants and do what he wants." Recently, Coursen wanted 
Westmoreland to refrain forever from saying he's anti-right 
wing; "There are degrees of being right wing," he explained, 
"and we don't want to take the chance of antagonizing any- 
body." 


Bets are that the aides and the circumstances will eventual- 


ly transform Westmoreland fully from soldier to politico. De- 
spite respect for his famous name, most voters in the state 
are hawkish Democrats and can't forgive the general for 
"losin' Vietnam" or "ignorin' Lt. Calley." 


Says one top Republican: "He has to get down to people's 


level, pass the baloney a little. People understand that." 


Meanwhile, even without the baloney, candidate West- 


moreland must yearn for the days when all he had to do was 
worry about Claymore mines. In the Rotary Club meeting the 
other day, after the third or fourth chorus of "My Bonnie Lies 
Over Che Ocean," the general observed optimistically, "Well, 
at least the campaign only lasts a few months."

Until a little over a year ago, the ex- 


tent of Doe Hentschel's career outside 
the home consisted of one year of teach- 
ing English and speech at Forest View 
High School. That didn't particularly ex- 
cite her so she didn't renew her contract. 
Yet neither was she content remaining at 
home. 


"I felt like a Volkswagen with a 400 


horsepower engine caught in a 10 mph 
zone. A lot of horsepower wasn't being 
used." 


So, Doe, short for Dolores, (only in 


signing checks will she use her full 
name), began scouting around. White un- 
sure what kind of work she was really 
after, she also knew she'd recognize it 
when she came across it. 


THAT'S EXACTLY what happened 


though it took almost two years of search- 
ing. When Harper College advertised for 
a woman to fill a new position, coordina- 
tor of women's programs, Doe applied. 


"The minute I saw the ad I knew it 


was for me. It was only part-time which 
I preferred at the time; it was a job in 
the area of adult education; and it would 
utilize administrative and public relation 
skills. It was exactly what I wanted," 
, she said recently during an interview. 


But for a long time after applying the 


Arlington Heights homemaker didn't 
hear a word. 


"I began to think they didn't recognize 


it was my job." 


But she was finally notified, being cho- 


sen over 200 other applicants. 


Mrs. Hentschel, who last month was 


promoted to a full-time position, director 
of commumity services at the college, 
knows now just how difficult it was to 
make a decision since she herself had to 
help screen candidates for her replace- 
ment. Rena Trevor of Arlington Heights 
is the new coordinator. 


IN REACHING out to the adult popu- 


lace of its surrounding communities, 
Harper College, several years ago, real- 
ized there was a real need for further 
development in special programs and 
studies directed toward the mature wom- 
an. 


Experimental guidance workshops and 


retreats promoting self-fullfillment were 
proving very successful. Gradually addi- 
tional classes were introduced and a 13- 
membered women's advisory board set 
up. 


Doe was hired a year ago last Febru- 


ary to coordinate and enhance the pro- 
gram. She was responsible for chan- 
neling new ideas, setting up child care 
for college enrolled women, locating 
trained instructors and publicizing new 
classes. 


"Because very little had been done in 


the country, I had the opportunity to be a 
pioneer'," she reflects back on her begm7 
ning. 


"I CONSIDERED myself in an um- 


brella position . . . trying to tie every- 
thing together." 


And it has paid off. The mailing list to 


women expressing an interest in the pro- 
gram has grown to 4,000 and now other 
colleges and universities in the state are 
beginning to take notice of Harper's pro- 
gram for adult women. 


Doe Hentschel is now asked to speak at 


college seminars 
concerning today's 


educational needs of mature women. 


"I'm an expert?" she laughs. "It's fun- 


ny to be addressing people who are get- 
ting doctorate degrees in adult educa- 
tion. But you've been successful, they tell 
me. We want to know your experiences." 


Doe feels that Harper maintains a 


state reputation because the college has 
never identified one particular purpose 
in women's studies. Rather it is an over- 
all encompassing fulfillment they try to 
provide. 


"Some colleges concentrate in just one 


area, career counseling, academic stud- 
ies or one-day workshops. We've never 
really identified with any one thing. We 
try to do it all." 


DOE HENTSCHEL found her job be- 


cause, "I reached a point where I had to 
do it for myself. It was the most effec- 
tive use for my energy. I was ready to 
work." 


A year and a half ago she hadn't given 


much thought to women's lib. Today she 
is a little more vocal on the subject. 


"I hadn't thought too much about it 


then though I was always supportive of 
women and always enjoyed working with 
other women," and then she continues, 
"This country tends to forget the energy, 
intellegence and ingenuity of half our 
population that is so under utilized. 


"That's what we try to do here at Har- 


per ... encourage some of these women 
to forget traditional limitations and do 
whatever they want to the extent they 
want to do it. And we will all profit by it. 
Most of us limit ourselves. We don't 
think we can do it so we don't even try." 


ALTHOUGH DOE Hentschel made the 


decision herself to take on added respon- 
sibilities in a fulltime position, she feels 
most strongly that the coordinator of 
women's programs should remain part- 
time, or if the work becomes too great, 
have it shared between two women. 


"So much energy and talent is wasted 


because women who don't or can't take 
on a full-time job cannot find part-time 
work." 


Continuing to fulfill her roles at home 


as wife, homemaker and mother of two 
small children in addition to expanding 
her own ambitions and career outside the 
home, has not been accomplished with- 
out certain sacrifices. 


"Of course it is difficult, and it's 


meant making changes in my lifestyle. I 
don't play bridge anymore, don't enter- 
tain as much and don't have enough time 
anymore for personal reading which I 
really miss. 


"But when I add it all up I don't think 


I've lost that much except the reading. 
And one of these days I'll get around to a 
speed reading course. 


"YOUR PRIORITIES have to change. 


I'm not a super woman. My family eats 
hot dogs more often than they did be- 
cause I'm not home every day at 4:30 to 
begin dinner. But no one in my family is 
suffering for it. 


"There is a certain satisfaction in 


choosing to do something and then mak- 
ing a success out of it. It increases my 
own self-worth to myself, my family and 
the world." 


Speaking of ... 
Making gifts from nature's bounty

Reflecting the amazing growth of inter- 


est In crafts in this country, there are 
almost as many craft books published 
these days as cookbooks. And that's quite 
a few. 


However, I'd like to call one more to 


your attention, "Earth Presents," pub- 
lished this year by Atheneum and written 
by Beverly Plummer of DeKalb. The 
subtitle is. "How to Make Beautiful Gifts 
from Nature's Bounty," to which she 
might have added, "and how to enjoy 
and appreciate nature's bounty more 
yourself." 


Appreciation is indeed an outstanding 


feature of this book. As the author says, 
"With an elegant show of humility which 
most of us could adopt, the earth contin- 
ually makes and distributes gifts without 
expectation of thank-you cards or favors 
in return. As a result, many of its finest 
efforts go unnoticed — not because they 
are common or insignificant but because 
we grow so accustomed to their presence 
that we no longer even see them, let 
alone recognize their beauty." 


LEARNING TO recognize more of that 


beauty Is one of the benefits you gain 
when you read this book, for Mrs. Plum- 
mer has a wonderful awareness, almost 
a reverence, for gifts from the earth, She 


is not, however, too serious about it. In 
fact, she takes a very cheerful, light- 
hearted approach and manages to work 
in an amazing variety of miscellaneous 
information that makes the book fun to 
read even if you never plan to make any 
of the gifts suggested. 


Did you know, for instance, that jade is 


called "the stone of heaven" because an- 
cient Chinese scholars believed that the 
storm god forged jade axes out of the 
rainbow and threw them down to earth 
for man to use to protect himself from 
wild animals? Or were you aware that 
Japanese today shop for stones, just as 
we shop for plants? 


The author, by the way, shares the 


Japanese belief that there is wisdom in 
stone. She speaks of stones that "tell you 
what it is they'd like to be," and reminds 
us that when you give someone a rock 
for a gift, "you're giving something that 
took millions of years to form." 


T H I S PERSONIFICATION of in- 


animate objects . is another striking 
feature of this book. There's apparently 
nothing Mrs. Plummer sees as just a 
"thing;" for her, even the lowly gourds 
have their own personalities and attri- 
butes, 


For all its elegance and charm, how- 


ever, "Earth Presents" is also a very 


practical book, a how-to text complete 
with instructions, drawings, photographs 
and sources. 


The author divides her book into four 


main sections, classifying materials as 
"The E a r t h Itself," "Earth-Born 
Things," "Earth Walkers" and "Flyers, 
Swimmers, Fallers and Other Small Per- 
forming Artists." 


It may, however, give you a better 


idea of the scope to mention just a few of 
the interesting projects covered: sand 
paintings, sand candles, clay medallions, 
seed necklaces, dried fruits, shell hang- 
ings, feather mobiles, straw figures, torn 
toms and even wine cups made from 
gourds. You'll find here, too, directions 
for such diverse activities as making 
snow ice cream, toasting seeds and 
sprouting mung brans. 


I was particularly intrigued with the 


pages on making your own paper from 
plants and flowers, and the section on 
how to make your own dyes for yarns 
and fabrics from such natural materials 
as pecan hulls and marigolds. 


MRS. PLUMMER 'ALSO includes a 


host of ideas on using and enjoying natu- 
ral materials in their natural state. You 
might, for instance, want to suspend a 
"whole fat tumbleweed" from ceiling to 
"obscure a light fixture and make lace 


Women and children first 


You can sue for airline 'bumping'

One of the more annoying aspects of 


air travel that has us nostalgically re- 
calling earlier horse and buggy days is 
the trouble caused by an airline's 
"bumping" a passenger. 


If you travel frequently, this can pose 


a serious problem — especially if you 
have to be at a certain place on time for 
an Important business meeting. But even 
if your trip is for pleasure, the time 
wasted in "bumping" can cut into your 
vacation time and leave you with the 
same jangled nerves you were trying to 
cure by taking the trip in the first place. 


Did you know that under some circum- 


stances you may be able to sue an airline 
for "bumping" and recover damages? 


Not many people are aware of this be- 


cause the American public has a reputa- 
tion for having an extraordinary amount 
of patience when It comes to situations 
that violate their rights. 


Why do airlines bump passengers? 


Some, not all, have been intentionally 
overselling. 


Two years ago, one airline bumped the 


wrong person ... or was it the "right" 
person under the circumstances? Now it 
looks as though the "bumping" savior 
has solved a problem. Thank you, Ralph 
Nader! 


The circumstances under which ft hap- 


pened were perfect for a law suit he filed 
later. Nader confirmed a reservation for 
„ til,** ftv>t wa.i to arrive <«5 minutes be- 


fore a meeting at which he was to speak 
to a Hartford, Conn., group on environ- 
mental and consumer issues. 


• He presented his confirmed reserva- 


tion and ticket but was not permitted to 
board because the flight had been over- 
sold. 


• The agent refused to inquire whether 


there were any stand-bys already on 
board the plane, 
• Or whether there were any pas- 
sengers who would volunteer to give him 
a seat. 


Knowing Nader, you can be sure that 


he did not stand idly by. He followed a 
legal procedure that would prove the 
case he later filed against the airline 
company. 


• He informed the agent at the depar- 


ture gate of the harm that would occur to 
him and the Connecticut Citizens Action 
Group (C.C.A.G.) if the airlines refused 
to honor and confirm 'his reservation. 
(The C.C.A.G. joined him as co-plaintiff 
in the suit.) But the agent only offered 
him another flight via another route on a 
15-passenger plane that would have him 
arriving 55 minutes after the scheduled 
one he had booked. 


What were the losses and how did the 


court decide the case? 


• The C.C-A.G's director had to Inform 


the crowd that Nader couldnt appear as 
scheduled and it dwindled from 1,000 to 
200 persons. 


• The organization tost the contribu- 


tions that the rally and canvassing by 
mail would bring following the meeting. 


• The organization suffered "extreme 


and real embarrassment." 


• Nader also suffered the loss of pro- 


fessL:.al esteem and prestige as a result 
of his not appearing. 


• The court awarded Nader and the 


C.C.A.G. both compensatory and punitive 
(punishment) damages. Nader received 
$10 compensatory and $25,000 punitive 
while the C.C.A.G. was awarded $51 com- 
pensatory and $25,000 punitive under an 
anti-discrimination Aviation Act. The air- 
line was punished, the court said, "for 
the good of the community because of its 
outrageous conduct." Also, the decision 
was to deter others from such conduct. 


•, The court also pointed out that the 


airline had intentionally oversold and in- 
tentionally did not inform the public of 
the practice or the risks and that the air- 
line was guilty of "wanton" conduct and 
"malice" too. 


I'll say one thing for the airline. It 


wasn't fussy about who was "bumped." 
It could have been you or me — but 
Ralph Nader?

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Reader defends their policies 
'Arabs don't want Hoffman Estates' 


On April 25 a letter by Anthony Willow 


appeared in the Fence Post regarding 
Arab land investment in the United 
States. I was concerned about certain at- 
titudes and misconceptions relating to 
Arab economic policy put forth in this 
letter, which I would like to correct here. 


First of all, be assured that there is no 


truth to rumor that the Kuwait In- 
vestment Company is "planning to buy 
. . , Hoffman Estates." The rumor has 
been officially denied by Hoffman Es- 
tates Mayor Hayter, who has explained 
t h a t an Englishman handling in- 
vestments for the K. I. C. (which, by the 
way, is owned by private shareholders as 
well as the Kuwaiti government) had 
merely mentioned to a Chicago news- 
paper reporter that he had received a 
prospectus describing a development in 
Hoffman Estates along with many other 
such prospectuses. Further, there is no 
reason to fear a large-scale Arab pur- 
chase of American land. Only a very 
small part of the revenue of oil-produc- 
ing Arab states has been invested this 
way. These very minor investments have 
been grossly exaggerated by the press 
and other elements, perhaps with the in- 
tention of stirring up anti-Arab feeling 
and thus preventing the growth of real 
understanding between Americans and 
Arabs. 


Apparently Mr. Willow is unaware of 


the more important ways Arab oil-pro- 
ducers are using their revenues, such as 
the Kuwait Fund for Arab Economic De- 
velopment, through which Kuwait has al- 
ready provided over $400 million in 
grants and low-interest loans to finance 
developmental projects in non-oil-produc- 
ing Arab states, including Egypt, Ye- 
men, Morocco and Jordan. Arab oil reve- 
nues are also being invested in Industrial 
and real estate ventures throughout the 
Middle East and Africa, and an Arab 
Fund for Economic and Social Devel- 
opment, modeled on the World Bank, is 
in the advanced planning stage. Remem- 
ber, too, that it was an Arab state, Al- 
geria (which possesses considerable oil 
reserves) who called for the U. N. Gen- 
eral Assembly meeting last month to dis- 
cuss ways of re-distributing the

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Parks, builder in dispute over donation 
Officials again turn down 
Oak Creek condominiums 


by JOE FRANZ 


Buffalo Grove officials again have re-v 


fused to grant final approval of Phase II 
of the Oak Creek condominium project 
until a dispute has been resolved be- 
tween developer Albert Frank and the 
park district over a $10,000 donation. 


Frank's firm, Gregg Builders, refused 


to release the final installment of a 
$25,000 donation until the park district 
makes additional improvements to Kil- 
mer Park, which is adjacent to his devel- 
opment. 


The specific point at issue is the num- 


ber of trees planted on the park site. 
There have been 24 trees planted so far, 
but the developer claims the park dis- 
trict agreed to plant 50 trees. 


Park district officials have said that is 


not the case and that they have lived up 
to the agreement and should be given the 
final Installment of the donation. 


THE VILLAGE BOARD Monday night 


voted 4-2 to defer approval of the project 
until the developer makes the donation. 


The board two weeks ago tabled approv- 
al of the development for the same rea- 
son. 


Since that time the builder and the 


park district have resolved two other dif- 
ferences, but have reached an impasse 
on the tree issue. 


Monday night a group of hoemowners 


living near Kilmer Park voiced opposi- 
tion to the village board's decision to de- 
fer approval of the condominium project. 
Jack Allsmiller, 6 Chenault Rd., repre- 
senting the group said the board has no 
right to hold up the project if building 
codes and all other village requirements 
have been met. 


Allsmiller claims the dispute over the 


$10,000 is a matter that should be re- 
solved by the homeowners, builder and 
park district, not the village. He said the 
donation is not part of the agreement be- 
tween the village and Gregg Builders. 


"The board by holding up Gregg Build- 


ers is doing something they can't legally 
do," Allsmiller said. 


Village may give workers 
retroactive pay hikes 


Village officials have indicated they 


will consider making pay raises for vil- 
lage employes retroactive for the 1974-75 
fiscal year. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said ear- 


lier this week that proposed pay increas- 
es were scheduled to go into effect May 
1, but might be deferred until Aug. 1 be- 
cause of the current shortage of cash in 
the village general fund. 


Larson suggested Monday night the vil- 


lage board consider compensating em- 
ployes for the late raises at the end of 
the fiscal year, village finances per- 
mitting. 


He said he is not necessarily proposing 


the pay raises be made retroactive, but 
that employes be given some consid- 
eration if at all possible. "I am suggest- 
ing some remuneration be given to vil- 
lage employes to compensate them for 
not getting their raises on time. The 
amount of money given to the employes 
would be decided at the end of the year, 
depending on the amount of cash avail- 
able," he said. 


FOLLOWING Larson's suggestion, sev- 


eral trustees indicated they would con- 
sider going as far as making the pay 
raises retroactive once the money is 
available. "I think their pay has to be 
retroactive," said Trustee Edward Os- 
mon. "It is their just due and they're 
entitled to it." 


Osmon made a motion calling for ret- 


roactive increases, but other board mem- 
bers persuaded him to withdraw it until 
the budget is approved and all the pro- 
posed raises are finalized. Board mem- 
bers said it would be better to address 
Itself to retroactive increases at that 
time. 


Trustee James Shirley said he is will- 


ing to put the pay raises into effect be- 
fore Aug. 1 if the village receives enough 
revenue. The village is considering 
granting employes an average increase 
of about 4 per cent. Some raises will be 
somewhat less and others will be consid- 
erably more than the 4 per cent figure. 


The shortage of money is due to the 


delay in collecting property taxes from 
the Lake County section of the village. 
Officials have said unless alternate 
sources of revenue are found, the village 
may have to sell tax anticipation war- 
rants to pay its bills. 


UNTIL A DISPUTE in Lake County 


concerning tax assessment principles is 
resolved, no tax money will be dis- 
tributed to municipalities, school dis- 
tricts or other taxing bodies. Lake Coun- 
ty officials have said it will be at least 
late September before the village gets 
any tax money. 


By law, the village can sell tax antic- 


pation warrants to a maximum of 75 per 
cent of its anticpated revenue. Officials 
said Monday night the village could sell 
up to $200,000 worth of warrants. 


Larson has said by July or August the 


village will know whether or not it will 
need to sell the warrants. At that time, 
he said, the village board will decide how 
many to sell. The warrants would be 
bought back when the tax money arrives, 
he added. 


In an effort to avoid selling the war- 


rants, the village plans to defer a num- 
ber of expenditures until later in the fiscal 
year (May 1, 1974-April 30, 1975), In the 
event the warrants become a necessi- 
ty, the Bank of Buffalo Grove has agreed 
to purchase them. The village would pay 
the bank a 6 per cet interest, Larson 
said. 


VILLAGE ATTY. Richard Raysa, upon 


finding that the donation was not part of 
the agreement with the village, said he 
agreed with Allsmiller. Trustee Thomas 
Mahoney said, however, it is a "hyper- 
technicality to pretend the $25,000 dona- 
tion is unrelated to the village's approval 
of the project." 


Raysa then said since there is some 


question about the circumstances, he 
feels the board could withhold approval 
pending clarification. 


Allsmiller said his group agrees with 


Gregg Builders that the park district's 
development of the Kilmer site has been 
poor. He said the grass is seldom cut and 
the park has become a dumping ground 
for trash. 


ALTHOUGH THE donation was meant 


for the exclusive development of the Kil- 
mer site, Allsmiller said, the park dis- 
trict has spent some of the money in oth- 
er parks. 


Pa"k officials were not at the meeting, 


but they recently said the district has 
spent about $62,000 on Kilmer Park. 
They have said the final $10,000 is needed 
for other porks in the village. 


Allsmiller said the park district has re- 


fused to give him an accounting of where 
the first $15,000 of the donation was 
spent. He maintains improvements to the 
park would have been made with or 
without the donation. 


Park officials have said it is the park 


district's function to decide where the 
money would be best spent. 


KENNETH RODECK, of Gregg Build- 


ers, told the board his firm intends to 
make the final donation, but wants to 
withhold it until the park meets its ap- 
proval. He said he favors putting the do- 
nation in an escrow account that would 
be payable to the park district when the 
site is finished to his firm's satisfaction. 


Trustee Edward Osmon and Randall 


Rathjen favored granting approval to the 
development Monday night. Osmon said 
he feels the matter does not concern the 
village board. 


Osmon said, he too has been dis- 


appointed in the performance of the park 
district. "They (park district) leave 
much to be desired in their dealings with 
the village," he said. 


The village board will meet with the 


park district, homeowners and developer 
in an attempt to resolve the dispute.

Tuesday said the plan will be drawn up

Buffalo Grove officials have agreed to 


revise a village ordinance to allow cer- 
tain kinds of coin operated games In vil- 
lage establishments. 


The present ordinance, passed in 1965, 


prohibits coin-operated games within vil- 
lage limits. The village board Monday 
night voted 5-1 to modify the ordinance. 


Under the revised ordinance, air hock- 


ey, electronic ping pong and other games 
of skill that require two players will be 
allowed. The ordinance, however, still 
will prohibit plnball machines, electronic 
shooting ranges and similar arcade-type 
games. 


VILLAGE BOARD members said they 


are opposed to any games of chance or 
devices where participants would be 
awarded prizes. They also said they op- 
pose any games that would create an at- 
mosphere for gambling. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa has been 


directed to prepare a revised ordinance 
to be reviewed by the village board. 
Trustee Randall Rathjen is the only 
board member who opposes the change. 


The request for a revision in the ordi- 


nance was made by Herbert S. Ring, of 
the Custom Amusement Co. of Deerfield. 
Ring said he was unaware of the ordi- 
nance prohibiting the games and said 
several of his company's machines had 
unknowingly been installed in Striker 
Lanes bowling alley, 100 W. Dundee Rd. 
At least one of the machines has been 
there for four years, he said.

struct the Dundee Road entrance before 
they close Arlington Heights Road," 
Lowry said, "but now the quarry work- 
ers are on strike so they can't get stone 
to use for the Dundee entrance." 


While construction is under way, Low- 


ry said, the school district has arranged 
for school buses to leave by the Arlington 
Heights Road exit and then go north and 
east, bypassing the Dundee and Arling- 
ton Heights road intersection, before pro- 
ceeding south on the bus route.

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Vote ends 7 months of negotiations 
City approves 8.5% salary 
increase for its employes

The Des Plaines City Council has rati- 


fied a contract calling for an 8.5 per cent 
pay increase to be given to city police, 
firemen and public works employes. 


The council Monday voted unanimously 


on the agreement, which concludes seven 
months of negotiations between the city 
employes' unions. 


In commenting on the pact, City Corpo- 


ration Counsel Robert DiLeonardi said 
the settlement "was well within the peri- 
meters which had been authorized by the 
city council." 


The hike places salaries for beginning 


city patrolmen and firefighters at $11,267 
annually, while the basic pay per year 
for public workers was set at $9,531. 


THE NEW CONTRACT also raises po- 


lice and firemen's yearly pay to $16,911 
after 20 years service, $16,105 after 15 
years, $15,338 after 10 and $14,608 after 
48 months service in the patrol and fire- 
fighting ranks of both departments. 


After 13 months' service, according to 


terms of the contract, pay will be raised 
to $12,381 and $13,494 after 25 months. 


Top public works salaries were set at 


Controversial day care 
law gets final approval

The heavily debated city ordinance al- 


lowing the development of day care cen- 
ters in residential areas received final 
approval by a 9-8 vote. 


With Mayor Herbert Behrel casting the 


tie-breaking vote to carry the ordinance, 
the council closed nearly two years of 
debate on the controversial issue. 


Most of the aldermen objecting to the 


measure claimed that allowing com- 
mercial day care centers in residential 
areas would set a zoning precedent for 
other businesses. 


Aid. Alan Abrams (8th) noted the new 


ordinance requires persons wishing to 
operate a center first seek a special use 
permit from the zoning board. He added 
that the guidelines set down in the ordi- 
nance are very strict. 


ABRAMS SAID the present ordinance 


represents a compromise between the 
proposals advanced by both proponents 
and opponents of day care centers. 


"It may be better to limit these cen- 


ters only to commercial areas, but as we 
all know the number of facilities avail- 
able for these operations are limited and 
quite expensive," Abrams said. 


First ward Aid Thomas Koplos and Jo- 


seph Szabo both voiced strong objections 
to the ordinance focusing most of their 
opposition on the aspect of a commercial 
operation in a residential area. 


"I certainly cannot see how this will 


not set a precedent for other commercial 
businesses,'' Koplos said. 


His position was backed by Szabo who 


voiced concern over the possible abuse of 
the ordinance and enforcement prob- 
lems He added, "I also believe business 
in a residential area is offensive." 


IN A LIGHTER moment during the de- 


bate, Aid. Carmen Sarlo (6th) said that 
he agreed with Koplos' position on the 
ordinance. 


"I hope that doesn't make it rain," 


Sarlo remarked, alluding to the fact that 
'he two aldermen have been on opposing 
sides during many council debates over 
the proposed Superblock project and oth- 
er matters.

Residential area 
day-care centers 
get city approval 


The approval of Des Plaines' new day- 


care ordinance makes the city the first 
community in the Northwest suburbs to 
allow centers in residential areas. 


Under the regulations, the operators of 


a new day-care center must seek a spe- 
cial-use permit through the zoning board 
of appeals and the city council, 


The regulations differentiate between 


day-care centers and day-care homes. 
Day-care homes are limited to providing 
services to not more than eight children. 


Day-care centers are designated to 


provide services for more than eight chil- 
dren. The new ordinance sets down re- 
quirements for minimum lot size for 
property to be used for day-care centers 
and the minimum amount of property 
both indoors and outside for each child 
enrolled in the center. 


The ordinance also sets the hours of 


operation for centers from 7 a.m. until 7 
p.m. 


In addition to the guidelines in the or- 


dinance, the centers also must comply 
with state standards of the Illinois De- 
partment of Children and Family Ser- 
vices. 


City officials have generally viewed 


the Des Plaines ordinance as being more 
restrictive, but the compliance with state 
laws were included as an added pre- 
caution,

In their contract, police and city offi- 


cials agreed to a grievance procedure

bined Counties Police Assn., (CCPA) the 
patrolmen's union for binding arbitration 
in the five-point grievance procedure. 


Other iems items agreed on in the con- 


tract include: 


• City employes shall get 10% paid 


holidays per calendar year. 


• Two weeks vacation will be awarded 


city employes after one years' employ- 
ment while after five years, three weeks 
vacations will be allowed and four weeks 
after 15 years. 


• City Police shall receive $275 per 


year in uniform allowances their first 
year and $250 in years following, 


• Retroactive to the beginning of this 


year, records of minor reprimands will 
be removed from personnel files. 


• A change in the uniforms of city re- 


serve police as of May, next year. Regu- 
lar and reserve police currently wear 
identical uniforms with the exception of 
a shoulder patch designating a reserve 
policeman. 


The three departments and the city 


also agreed "not to instigate, promote, 
sponsor, engage in or condone any strike, 
slowdown, concerted stoppage of work or 
willful absence from work."

The resolution, similar to one passed by the DPEA, asks 


the state legislature to "support full restoration of the funds 
mandated by state law" and calls on Gov. Daniel Walker 
"restore all state funds necessary to fully implement the 
school aid formula."

Schools set Erviti dispute deadline

The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 


Board of Education has set Aug. 15 as 
the deadline for settling a dispute be- 
tween school principals and Supt.

Board Pres. Gerald Smiley made the 


announcement at Monday's meeting of 
the Elk Grove Township school board, 
adding that he thought, after meeting 
with all principals, that "some progress 
is being made." 


Smiley backed off an earlier statement

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Settlement by Aug. 15 
School board establishes 
Erviti dispute deadline

The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 


Board of Education has set Aug. 15 as 
the deadline for settling a dispute be- 
tween school principals and Supt, James 
Erviti. 


Board Pres. Gerald Smiley made the 


announcement at Monday's meeting of 
the Elk Grove Township school board, 
adding that he thought, after meeting 
with all principals, that "some progress 
is being made." 


Smiley backed off an earlier statement 


he'd made, promising to make public the 
results of his meetings with the princi- 
pals. Smiley said he did so on the advice 
of board attorney Frank Hines, who rec- 
ommended that due to the nature of the 
discussions, the matter should be han- 
dled entirely in closed, executive ses- 
sions of the school board. 


SINCE MANY principals leave for oth- 


er jobs or vacations at the end of the 
school year, Smiley hinted that a board 
review of the situation might come ear- 


lier than Aug. 15, possibly at the end of 
June. 


Smiley said he did not know what the 


board's action would be if the dispute 
was not settled by the deadline. 


In a letter to Erviti in March, district 


principals cited five main grievances 
against their superintendent and asked 
that a format be worked out which would 
allow the differences to be settled. 


The five main points of concern were: 
• "We feel every administrator in our 


district should be given a statement in 
writing, containing the reasons why his or 
her work is unsatisfactory, should that 
be the case. A recent situation arose in 
our district which was contrary to this 
common sense treatment of adminis- 
trators," 


• "We feel the budget development 


practice in our district is educationally 
unsound, is phony and unnecessarily ex- 
pensive. 


• "The unprofessional treatment and 


constant demeaning of principals, which 
each of us has endured from time to 
time, we feel is frequently rude, incon- 
siderate and offensive." 


• "We do not feel the management 


team, as represented by the Circle, is an 
effective means by which educational de- 
cisions are made in the district." 


• "the single-text approach to cur- 


riculum, which has become district di- 
rection, presents itself as rigid and a rel- 
ic of the dark ages. A philosophy for this 
direction has not been discussed by the 
management team or the teachers nor 
has it been clearly written for all to ex- 
amine. 


"As a result of the above," the letter to 


Erviti continuedl "confidence in you as a 
leader has been seriously damaged." 


While other reasons were cited, the 


main problem between the principals 
and Erviti has since centered around the 
principals' third point of concern — Er-, 
viti's treatment of principals. 


A LARGE CROWD of parents turned 


out for the April 1 board meeting and 
voiced similar criticisms of Erviti's 
treatment of them. 


Many principals in the district have 


said that little progress has been made 
in their meetings with the superintend- 
ent. Fearing possible reprisals, princi- 
pals have refused to talk openly about 
the problem, but still maintain that the 
talks between the two sides have made 
"little progress."

Senior citizen bus service 
will be continued: township 


Senior citizen bus service will be con- 


tinued in Elk Grove Township despite a 
state law prohibiting townships from be- 
coming financially involved in trans- 
portation systems. 


The township board of auditors met In 


special session Tuesday night to consider 
procedural changes in allocating revenue 
sharing — a move forced by a decision 
from Iltoois Attorney General William 
Scott which says the funds could not be 
spent by townships on some services, in- 
cluding the bus program. 


Elk Grove and Wheeling 


filed suit recently in federal court, ask- 
ing the U.S. Dept, of the Treasury to 
overrule Scott's decision, which stated 
townships may only spend revenue shar- 
ing funds for programs allowed under Il- 
linois law. 


Wheeling Township Atty. Richard Cow- 


en told the Eft Grove township officials 
that under Illinois law, they could allo- 
cate up to $10,000 to a not-for-profit non- 
sectarian group for services for senior 


ACCORDING TO STATE statutes, the 


township may present a resolution at an 
annual town meeting or a special meet- 
ing of township electors that would allow 
non-tax revenue to provide services for 
senior citizens. The resolution would 
have to be approved by a two-thirds 
vote. 


Elk Grove Township auditor Richard 


Hal noted that the township had origi- 
nally budgeted $20,000 for the bus ser- 
vice. He said that original plans had 
called for running the bus service all day 
long, but that the service would probably 
be cut back. 


"It's going to be tight, but I think we 


can do it," Hall said. 


OTHER AREAS affected by the attor- 


ney general's ruling are public safety, 
mental health services, environmental 
protection and recreation. Cowen said 
Elk Grove Township has the power to 
spend non-tax monies to contract ser- 
vices and facilities for mental health 
care. He added, however, that the money 


can only be spent at institutions ap- 
proved by the State Dept. of Mental 
Health and must have been in existence 
for at least one year. 


The township will also be able to allo- 


cate federal revenue sharing funds for 
sewers, since the township does have a 
sewer ordinance under sate law. 


The township was forced to revive its 


federal revenue sharing expenditures af- 
ter Scott questioned the legality of a pro- 
posed state law which would have 
allowed townships to budget money for 
any purposes defined as priority ex- 
penditures under federal statutes, In- 
cluding programs for youth, the poor and 


Hall noted that the township is on even 


ground in allocating the revenue sharing 
fund expenditures, but said, "We have to 
'have some basis for what we're doing. 
We really feel if we can justify what 
we're doing, the worst they can do is tell 
us not to do it. The alternative is to do 
nothing, which is ridiculous."

Its original intent was to determine the 
feasibility of creating a Schaumburg vil- 
lage unit district. 


, At the time Schaumburg was being ac- 
cused of enticing centers such as Wood- 
field with underassessed property for 
taxing purposes. 


ATCHER 
ACKNOWLEDGED 
the 


school district's study. However, he 
added, "It's about time we had a study 
by people who know school finance" and 
the village of Schaumburg. 


The Unit District Committee is com- 


prised of Schaumburg residents. It ex- 
panded its original study to include all of 
Schaumburg and looked into hiring a 
professional to conduct the study. 


Ralph A. Belnap of Northern Illinois 


University was hired to conduct the 
study with a team of NIU professors. 
The study cost $5,500. 


THE MAJOR contributor for financing 


the study was the Schaumburg United 
Party, the party founded by Atcher. SUP 
contributed $5,000 with the remainder 
paid by homeowners associations and in- 
terested parties. 


Because of SUP and Atcher's in- 


volvement- in the study, political over- 
tones hung over the committee's head. 
The committee sought input from resi- 
dents outside Schaumburg, but these 
unofficial members never received a 
vote. 


Dist. 54 sent board members to the 


committee meetings, but never sanction- 
ed or supported the study. 


Almost two weeks ago the final study 


was presented to the public by Belnap 
with the recommendation that a unit dis- 
trict be considered. Alternatives were of- 
fered with the strongest recommendation 
going to the formation of three districts- 
Palatine and Inverness, Hoffman Estates 
and Rolling Meadows, and a Schaum- 
burg area unit district. 


INCREASED 
COMMUNITY 
identi- 


fication was cited as the most important 
reason to form the districts. Few eduaca- 
tional or financial improvements could 
be Obtained, it said, 


Nonetheless, a group of Schaumburg 


citizens — the core coming from the Unit 
District Committee — formulated a peti- 
tion for the Schaumburg area unit dis- 
trict. 


The study also cited assessed valu- 


ation figures, from 1971 — figures that ex- 
cluded Woodfield Shopping Center and 
much of the industrial growth in 
Schaumburg. According to those figures 
the three recommended unit districts 
would have fairly proportionate tax 
bases. Tax figures for 1974 will not be 
public for about one month.

A revised ethics ordinance restricting

Violation of the ordinance could result 


in a one-year suspension of the broker- 
age firm's license to operate in the vil- 
lage and-or a $500 fine. 


The village board voted 4 to 1 to direct 


Village Atty BradlyJ Glass to draft the 
proposed ordinance on Monday Trustee 
Fred H. Zajonc voted against having the 
ordinance drafted stating he felt it went 
too far and it was the village board's 
responsibility to pick good people1 to 
serve on the appointed boards.

nex to the Rolling Meadows Park Dis- 
trict.

Grove-Countryside area, this will give 
the park district an annexation corridor 
to the west, the direction in which the city 
is expanding, according to Rolling Mead- 
ows Park District Supt Steve Person.

area would not significantly affect taxes

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6Big brother' 
program goal of 
police fraternity

Setting up a "big brother"-type pro- 


gram for fatherless boys is a major goal 
of the newly instituted Schaumburg lodge 
of the Fraternal Order Of Police. 


Sixteen Schaumburg policemen are 


charter members of Lodge 71 and the 
men assert their group is not being or- 
ganized to negotiate salary and benefits 
for members. 


Its members will be meeting next week 


with Police Chief Martin Conroy to see if 
the organization and the police ben- 
evolent fund "can work hand in hand" to 
set up community programs, said Patrol- 
man James Regan, president of the 
lodge. 


"Once we get enough financial support, 


we hope to set up big brother-type pro- 
grams for kids without fathers," Regan 
noted, 


REGAN SAID he hoped to recruit 


some of the other policemen in the de- 
partment. There are 42 sworn personnel 
in the police department. 


Other lodge officers include Mickey 


Bromund, vice president; William King, 
secretary; Michael Egan, treasurer, and 
Dennis Hogy, sergeant at arms, all pa- 
trolmen. 


Regan said there had been more than 


a year of meetings conducted to select a 
police association from "among all kinds 
of organizations." 


FOP was chosen because of its reputa- 


tion as a protector and provider of relief 
for policemen and as an organization 
that does not go on strike, Regan ex- 
plained. 


WHEN ASKED if the lodge would be 


involved in salary negotiations, Regan 
replied the present members did not 
want negotiations because "at this time 
we're satisfied." 


He noted the lodge was part of a larger 


national organization which could supply 
policemen with legal expertise and insur- 
ance benefits. 


"The main idea is to have better com- 


munications with people within the vil- 
lage," Regan said. 


The lodge president said when a trea- 


sury is established from membership 
fees, the organzation will look for athlet- 
ic facilities and equipment for the big 
brother programs. 


CONROY SAID he objected to police 


associations that go on strike — actions 
that are against the sworn duties of po- 
licemen. 


"But the FOP does not strike," Conroy 


said. "That is probably why my guys 
went that way.

Conroy added he has learned "a lot of

Unit school district idea dates to 969

' The propsect of placing all the schools 
in Schaumburg into one school district 
serving the community is an idea dating 
back to 1969. 


Carol Mullins, then a High School Dist. 


211 board member, expressed interest in 
1969 for Schaumburg to break off from 
Districts 54 and 211 and form its own unit 
district. 


Mrs. Mullins' husband was on the 


Schaumburg Village Board at the time. 
An unofficial study was conducted but no 
action was taken. 


Both were active in political organiza- 


tions surrounding Schaumburg Mayor 
Robert 0. Atcher. 


SCHAUMBURG Township Dist. 54 


started investigating the pros and cons of 
unit districts in 1972 when a special unifi- 
cation committee was formed including 
board members, teachers and citizens. 


The committee finalized Its report in 


July, 1972, with the recommendation that 


Dist. 54 should not incorporate into a unit 
district at that time. 


According to that study, minimal fi- 


nancial benefits would result from a unit 
district and no educational benefits could 
be obtained. 


It noted that Dist. 54 is already a bulk 


buyer and it feared elementary educa- 
tion would suffer because high school 
education would be emphasized. 


Shortly after the district unification 


study came out, Mayor Atcher spear- 
headed a second unit feasibility study. 
Its original intent was to determine the 
feasibility of creating a Schaumburg vil- 
lage unit district. 
1 At the time Schaumburg was being ac- 
cused of enticing centers such as Wood- 
field with underassessed property for 
taxing purposes. 


ATCHER 
ACKNOWLEDGED 
the 


school district's study. However, he 
added, "It's about time we had a study 
by people who know school finance" and 
the village of Schaumburg. 


The Unit District Committee is com- 


prised of Schaumburg residents. It ex- 
panded its original study to include all of 
Schaumburg and looked into hiring a 
professional to conduct the study. 


Ralph A. Belnap of Northern Illinois 


University was hired to conduct the 
study with a team of NIU professors. 
The study cost $5,500. 


THE MAJOR contributor for financing 


the study was the Schaumburg United 
Party, the party founded by Atcher. SUP 
contributed $5,000 with the remainder 
paid by homeowners associations and in- 
terested parties. 


Because of SUP and Atcher's in- 


volvement in the study, political over- 
tones hung over the committee's head. 
The committee sought input from resi- 
dents outside Schaumburg, but these 
unofficial members never received a 
vote. 


Dist. 54 sent board members to the 


committee meetings, but never sanction- 
ed or supported the study. 


Almost two weeks ago the final study 


was presented to the public by Belnap 


with the recommendation that a unit dis- 
trict be considered. Alternatives were of- 
fered with the strongest recommendation 
going to the formation of three districts- 
Palatine and Inverness, Hoffman Estates 
and Rolling Meadows, and a Schaum- 
burg area unit district. 


INCREASED

reason to form the districts. Few eduaca- 
tional or financial improvements could 
be obtained, it said. 


Nonetheless, a group of Schaumburg

splitting sales taxes from regional shopping centers with 50 
per cent going to the home municipality and 50 per cent going 
to neighboring towns.

Identifying 
pens provide 
means to keep 
valuables

The tingle in my hand was from the 


electric vibrating engraver. The other 
tingle came from mild excitement — that 
I was taking steps to safeguard my valu- 
ables and at the same time doing some- 
thing that would make policemen's jobs 
easier. 


I was participating in Operation Identi- < 


flcation, which started about three 
months ago at the Schaumburg, Hoffman 
Estates Hanover Park and Streamwood 
police departments. It has been tabbed 
as a citizens' opportunity to attempt to 
"anti-burglarize" the items they hold 
most dear. 


Carefully, I etched my driver's license 


number onto the wood surface of my 
stereo phonograph and speakers, the 
metal surface of my typewriter and the 
plastic covering of my television. 


THE JOB WAS quick (partly because 


reporters don't have many valuables). 
The lettering and the numbering weren't 
the most expert, but were placed Where 
visitors could not see them. 


Lettering the property with the engrav- 


er was not as easy as writing with a felt 
pen, but it left indelible figures. Most of 
the time, I had to go over fhe figures 
another time to make them more legible. 


Police authorities had told me it has 


been proven in other parts of the country 
that if enough people used the process, it 
would be a deterrent to burglaries be- 
cause the items could be easily identi- 
fied. 


In Monterey Park, Calif., a town of 


about 50,000, three burglaries were re- 
ported in a given time span for 4,000 
homes that participated in Operation 
Identification. During the same time, 
about 1,800 were reported at the other 
7,000 homes in the community. 


SCHAUMBURG Police Chief Martin 


Conroy said lost items could be returned 
to owners fast because authorities could 
immediately look up a person's driver's 
license number. Before, people had to 
come into a police station and describe 
lost items not knowing if the valuables 
had been recovered. 


He added that numbers on items found 


in a suspected burglar's car could help 
clear burglary cases. Before, the police 
had no way to determine if something 
was stolen unless unusual items were in- 
volved, he said. Even if the person with 
the items is not the burglar, he is a re- 
ceiver of stolen goods, 'and then could be 
questioned as to who gave him the 
things, the chief said. 


Thre is no fee involved in the pro- 


grams, and engravers and bumper and 
window stickers and literature can be 
picked up at the community police sta- 
tion.

A pilot lunch program begun this week 


at three schools in Dist. 26 will continue 
through the end of the school year at 
only one of the schools. 


The recommendation to abandon the 


pilot program at Indian Grove and Park 
View schools in Mount Prospect was 
made by Supt. John Fridlund at last 
night's school board meeting. 


Dist. 26 serves the northeast portion of 


Mount Prospect 
and parts of Des 


Plaines. 


A crowd of more than 50 residents 


heard Fridlund tell the board the pro- 
gram will continue only at Euclid School 
in Mount Prospect because it is "better 
suited there." 


FRIDLt'ND SAID a decision to stop 


the program at Indian Grove and Park 
View was based on consultations, with 
school and lunch program personnel. 
Both schools will continue receiving pilot 
program lunches until the end of the 
week. District-prepared meals will be 
served at both schools starting Monday 
and continue through the end of the 
school year. 


The pilot program serves frozen lunch- 


es purchased from Mass Feeding Corp. 


of Elk Grove Village. Fridlund read a 
statement explaining his position in rec- 
ommending the pilot program, He said 
the administration is continually seeking 
ways to improve both the academic and 
nonacademic system in the district. 


Fridlund said the pilot program was 


proposed partly to provide an opportuni- 
ty to evaluate the district lunch program 
and also offer an opportunity for quali- 
tative food analysis. The superintendent 
added an optimistic note for the current 
district program by stating, "Any pro- 
gram with merit can stand up to com- 
petition." 


Board member Lloyd Demel, who 


voted against initiating the pilot pro- 
gram, also read a prepared statement. 
Although he opposed instituting the pro- 
gram, Demel urged the "indulgence" of 
residents until the pilot program is com- 
pleted and evaluated. 


Demel invited residents to attend the 


board meeting in which the final decision 
on the program will be made. He further 
recommended the board make a special 
effort to publicize when it will make its 
recommendations this summer. 


Board Pres. Michael Sheyker said the 


program "was and is still considered a 
pilot program to provide a comparison of 
quality, service and cost. 


SHEYKER SAID HE was personally 


disappointed 
with

lunch staff personnel who were vocal in 
protesting the pilot program without giv- 
ing it a chance. 


The board president was referring to 


the situation that developed at Indian 
Grove where the lunch program super- 
visor refused to serve the Mass Feeding 
lunches. 


Sheyker was also critical of newspaper 


reports about the reaction of lunch staff 
personnel regarding the pilot program. 


Residents at 'the meeting were vocal in 


their criticism of the pilot program, say- 
ing the oven facilities at the schools were 
not adequqte to accommodate the Mass 
Feeding program. 


Parents also objected to the menus of

Board Pres. Gerald Smiley made the 


announcement at Monday's meeting of 
the Elk Grove Township school board, 
adding that he thought, after meeting 
with all principals, that "some progress 
is being made." 


Smiley backed off an earlier statement 


he'd made, promising to make public the 
results of his meetings with the princi- 
pals. Smiley said he did so on the advice 
of board attorney Frank Hines, who rec- 
ommended that due to the nature of the 
discussions, the matter should be han- 


dled entirely in closed, executive ses- 
sions of the school board. 


SINCE MANY principals leave for oth- 


er jobs or vacations at the end of the 
school year, Smiley hinted that a board 
review of the situation might come ear- 
lier than Aug. 15, possibly at the end of 
June. 


Smiley said he did not know what the 


board's action would be if the dispute 
was not settled by the deadline. 


In a letter to Erviti in March, district 


principals cited five main grievances 
against their superintendent and asked 
that a format be worked out which would 
allow the differences to be settled. 


The five main points of concern were: 
• "We feel every administrator in our

was suspended by the school board 
Monday night. 


The board has refused to elaborate 


on the matter, and Middleton de- 
clined to comment on his suspension. 


The board took action after mem- 


bers determined that the instructor 
did not conduct personal business on 


the day he requested. Instead, he 
participated in a concert that took 
place May 8. 


Parents of the pupils who accom- 


panied Middleton were apparently 
aware of the ruse and phoned their 
childrens' schools to notify them the 
students would not be in school that 
day. 


Some of the students involved in 


the concerts directed by Middleton 
were Dist. 59 pupils, but others were 
not. In addition to the five-day sus- 
pension without pay, Middleton was 
not paid for the personal day he re- 
quested. 


Dist. 59 teachers are allowed to 


take personal days under provisions 
in their contract as long as their rea- 
sons fall under four categories: legal 
obligations, religious obserance, per- 
sonal emergency and commercial 
business transactions.

The Mount Prospect Village Board last 


night gave the go-ahead to institute con- 
demnation proceedings to obtain the Cen- 
tral School property. 


The board, in a unanimous vote, minus 


absentee Trustee 0. T. Gustus, instruct- 
ed Village Atty. John J. Zimmermann to 
file suit to condemn the 2.6-acre site at 
Central Road and Main Street in down- 
town Mount Prospect. 


The action was prompted by the prop- 


erty owners' rejection of the village's of- 
fer to buy the parcel for $625,000. The 
property includes the school building, 
which was built at the turn of the centu- 


ry and has stood vacant for four years.

The 17-year-old sewer, at 708 S. Wil- 


liam St., apparently contains blockage, 
according to Public Works Director Da- 
vid L. Creamer. Public works crews and 
workmen from Rossetti Contracting Co. 
Inc., Rolling Meadows, have been trying 
to get at the blockage, which Creamer 
estimated as 14 to 16 feet below the 
ground. 


The cause of the sewer failure is not

aged. 


Hall noted that the township is on even 


ground in allocating the revenue sharing 
fund expenditures, but said, "We have to 
have some basis for what we're doing. 
We really feel if we can justify what 
we're doing, the worst they can do is tell 
us not to do it. The alternative is to do 
nothing, which is ridiculous."

testimony indicated he had "no profes- 
sional background" as a population ex- 
pert. Siegel also said Kinsley could not 
supply 'the exact number of residents as 
Siegel said is necessary. 


DONALD KREGER disputed Siegel's 


statements and said the law does not re- 
quire an exact figure. Kreger represents 
the incorporation-sponsoring Prospect 
Heights Improvement Assn. 


During the afternoon portion of the 


hearing, Kreger asked that he be allowed 
to introduce Cook County census figures 
in two to eight weeks as part of his evi- 
dence. 


Comerford said he questioned whether 


he, as a judge, could allow a continuance 
for the presentation of evidence, as such 
a continuance might be favoring one liti- 
gant over the others. "I'm not sure what 
discretion I have," he said. 


If Kreger must close his case today 


and Comerford rules that Kinsley's testi- 
mony is inadmissible, it would probably 
mean a new incorporation petition would 


have to be submitted. Comerford is to 
hear arguments on Siegel's motion to- 
day; however, it is not known when 
Comerford might make his decision. 


ALSO 
TESTIFYING Tuesday 
was 


Richard Wolf, of the PHIA. Wolf, a wit- 
cess to 153 of the signatures on the in- 
corporation petition, testified that he be- 
lieved all the signatures were of regis- 
tered voters who lived in the proposed 
incorporation area. 


Siegel, after Wolf's testimony, also in- 


dicated he planned to file a motion — 
possibly today — challenging the peti- 
tions and asking that they be declared 
inadmissible also. Kreger will present 
two more petition signature witnesses to- 
day. 


Witnesses for the objectors, of whom 


there are several planned, will not be 
called to the stand today. If Kreger man- 
ages to get Siegel's motions struck down, 
this would mean the case would have to 
be continued again — probably to some 
time in June. 


The attorneys for Mount Prospect, 


Wheeling and a group of homeowners 
along Schoenbeck Road south of Hinti 
Road joined in Siegel's motion.

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Panel to ask 
village to adopt 
housing document 


The Arlington Heights Housing Corn- 


nibs ton will ask the village board to 
adopt a resolution that could bring as 
many as 100 units of low-and moderate- 
income housing into the area under a 
federal subsidy leasing program. 


Village housing officials have been 


spurred to draft this resolution because 
of a recent lift on a 16-month-long freeze 
on subsidized housing projects and the 
release of $12.4 million in federal money 
for such use, The issuance of new guide- 
lines for public housing accompanied the 
end of the freeze. The commission plans 
to present the resolution in June, 


The federal leasing program, called 


Sect. 23 Housing Assistance Payment 
Program, allows owners to lease housing 
units to a local housing authority, the 
Cook County Housing Authority in this 
case, for occupancy of low-and moder- 
ate-income tenants, including senior citi- 
zens. 
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"THIS IS THE ONLY real opportunity 


we have at this time in Arlington 
Heights," Jack Pittas, chairman of the 
housing commission, said. 


Pittas indicated at a meeting Tuesday 


night, that the federal leasing program 
may possibly allow tenants already liv- 
ing in housing units to receive rent sub- 
sidies with federal money. 


The 100 units proposed in the resolution 


is an arbitrary figure which could be in- 
creased or decreased, depending on the 
need in the area, he said. The resolution 
is required by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development before 
any allocations of federal money can be 
made. 


Whether Arlington Heights will be 


granted any units depends on the backlog 
of other Illinois housing projects Pittas 
said. "Even if there were no units grant- 
ed, at least we'll submit an application," 
he said. "We'll get in line." 


ALSO HAMPERING THE possibility of 


utilizing the Sec, 23 leasing program are 
the low vacancy rate of Arlington 
Heights apartments and high rents. The 
members, however, felt that the avail- 
ability of units change. 


In other commission matters, Pittas 


told members that an environmental im- 
pact statement is being conducted by the 
village on the proposed senior citizens 
housing site near Downtown Arlington 
Heights. 


The impact statement is expected to be 


completed next week, he added. How- 
ever, housing commission members are 
in the dark as to the progress of the se- 
nior citizens housing project, 


The commission plans to invite a rep- 


resentative of the Cook County Housing 
Authority to a June 4 meeting to reveal 
the progress of plans to put 119 units of 
elderly housing between Wing and Miner 
streets, immediately west of Highland 
Avenue. 


School band director suspended 


An orchestra director for two ju- 


nior high schools hi Elk Grove Town- 
ship has been suspended from his job 
for five days for telling the school 
district he was taking a "personal" 
day when in reality he was directing 
a concert outside the district. Par- 
ents of several of the teacher's stu- 
dents reportedly called in sick for 
their children so they could accom- 
pany him. 


James Middleton, orchestra direc- 


tor for a combined group of students 
from Holmes Junior High School in 
Mount Prospect and Lively Junior 
High School in Elk Grove Village, 
was suspended by the school board 
Monday night. 


The board has refused to elaborate 


on the matter, and Middleton de- 
clined to comment on his suspension, 


The board took action after mem- 


bers determined that the instructor 
did not conduct personal business on 


the day he requested. Instead, he 
participated in a concert that took 
place May 8. 


Parents of the pupils who accom- 


panied Middleton were apparently 
aware of the ruse and phoned their 
childrens' schools to notify them the 
students would not be in school that 
day. 


Some of the students involved in 


the concerts directed by Middleton 
were Dist. 59 pupils, but others were 
not, In addition to the five-day sus- 
pension without pay, Middleton was 
not paid for the personal day he re- 
quested. 


Dist. 59 teachers are allowed to 


take personal days under provisions 
in their contract as long as their rea- 
sons fall under four categories: legal 
obligations, religious obserance, per- 
sonal emergency and commercial 
business transactions.

Census to guide schools development 


by JILL BETTNER 


A census of Dist. 21 residents has been 


completed and school officials plan to 
use the data to outline a master plan for 
the development of the district over the 
next five years. 


Dist. 21 Associate Supt. John Barger 


Tuesday said the plan will be drawn up 
next year. It will include projections on 
the number of students likely to come 
into the district, the number of buildings 
that will probably be needed and deter- 
mine whether attendance boundaries 
should be realigned. 


Barger added that the master plan will 


also project the number and kind of 
housing units, commercial and industrial 
developments likely to be built based on 
the zoning in open areas of the district. 


"We also plan to reevaluate existing 


buildings in terms of whether or not they 
are still functional for the kinds of pro- 
grams we have," Barger said. 


A L T H O U G H EDUCATIONAL pro- 


grams vary in the 17 schools in the dis- 
trict, several buildings are using more 
open classroom concepts that require 
large areas rather than defined class- 
rooms. Some folding walls have been 
added to several schools to accommodate 
this kind of program. 


The associate superintendent said the 


proposed plan will be the /second long- 
range guideline to be developed by the 
district. First predictions done 10 years 
ago, are now out of date and useless, 
Barger said, because of the drastic 
changes in building patterns hi the dis- 
trict in the last few years and a decline 
in the birthrate. 


Developers are constructing many 


more apartments, 
condominiums and 


other types of multi-family units than 
single-family homes. School officials did 
not anticipate the extent of the trend. 


The census that will provide the infor- 


mation for the development of the mas- 
ter plan was conducted last fall with the 
help of PTA and PTO groups in the dis- 
trict. Dist. 21 serves Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


BESIDES CLARIFYING the number 


and age of all children in the district, the 
census also identifies the number and 
age of handicapped students and those 
requiring bilingual instruction. 


In an informal survey of attitudes to- 


ward local schools included in the cen- 
sus, residents were asked to indicate 
whether they are well-pleased, pleased 
or dissatisfied with schools their children 
attend. 


Results of the census were tabulated 


by the Northwest Educational Coopera- 
tive computer service. The cost of com- 
piling the information was about $700, ac- 
cording to Barger.

Township 
OKs budget 


of $250,095 


The Wheeling Township board last 


night approved a fiscal 1974-75 budget of 
$250,095. 


The new budget represents an increase 


of $35,635 over last year's budget of 
$214,460. 


The new budget includes $191,245 allo- 


cated for the town fund and $58,950 foe 
the general assistance fund. 


Township officials will receive no sala- 


ry increases with the new budget. 


The largest budget jump came in the 


area of youth commissions. Last year 
$5,000 was earmarked for the youth ser- 
vices. This year the commission will get 
$25,000, about 10 per cent of the total 
budget, making it the largest single item. 


THE BOARD also approved a $7,500 


hike in the office-help category to hire a 
social worker. The social worker will be 
used to provide information and referral 
services. 


The township cemetery fund went from 


$3,475 to $4,020 in the new budget. The 
increase of 16 per cent was laid to 
" . . . rising cost of living and ex- 
penses," according to Ethel Kolerus\ 
township supervisor. 
I 


Most of the cemetery fund goes toward 


maintenance of the grounds and plants. 


The township assessor's budget was 


raised to $21,072, an increase of more 
than one third over the old budget. 


Marshall Theroux, township assessor, 


said when the budget was presented in 
March, an average of 40 persons per day 
come to his office. He said die extra 
money could be used to hire a full-time 
deputy assessor. 


Theroux's salary of $14,500 is not in- 


eluded in that portion of the budget. 


Food expenditures of $17,500 is the 


largest item in the general assistance 
fund. The increase of $2,500 reflects the 
rising cost of living. 


Rents will also climb in the general 


assistance fund to $15,000 from the 
$10,000 in the old budget. 


Allocations for fight, telephone and wa- 


ter assistance will rise $1,300 in the new 
budget. 


In his March presentation of the budg- 


et, Theroux said last year's tax rate of 
.028 per $100 assessed valuation, would 
"probably not change" this year.

pools are installed. 


These permits are required to protect
